General, Bengal, 

(ii) Leave means any variety of leave re¬ 

cognised by the Fundamental Rules 
or the Civil Service Regulations or 
the leave specified in the contract, 
whichever may be applicable to the 
subscriber, 

(iii) The Fund means the Special Pro¬ 
vident Fund, 


Paymentt toward* Insurance Policies and 
Family Pension Funds. 

3, Subject to the conditions contained in 
rules 4 to 10— 

(a) (i) subscriptions to a family pension 
fund approved in this behalf by the 
Governor in Council, 

(ii) payments towards an insurance policy 
may, at the option of a subscriber, be sub¬ 
stituted for the whole or part of subscriptions 
to the Fund; 

(6) the amount of subscriptions with 
interest thereon standing to the credit of a 
subscriber in the Fund may be withdrawn to 
meet— 

(i) payments towards an insurance policy; 

(ii) purchase of a single payment insur¬ 

ance policy; 

(iii) payments of single^ premia or sub¬ 
scriptions to a family pension fund 
approved in this behalf by the Gov¬ 
ernor in Council;

(2) They shall ajtply to all Pilgrim Shi])8 and 
shall come into force on the 1st June, 1933, 
from which date rules 6 to 9, and 10 and 17 of 
the rules published with the notification of the 
Govei'ument of India in the Home Department 
No. 1902 (Sanitary), dated the 14th October, 
1910, shall be cancelled: 

Provided that when a ship has at any time 
before the Ist June, 1933, obtained certificate 
A in the form required under section 164 of 
the Indian Merchant Shipping Act, 1923, for 
a pilgrim ship, the arrangements on such ship 
shall be considered by the Governor-General 
in Council on the first occasion after the Ist 
June, 1933, on which application is made for 
another such certificate and the Governor- 
General in Council shall thereupon require such 
improvements, if any, as are in his opinion 
|)racticable and reasonable to be made not later 
than the first day of June, 1935, and, subject 
to the making of the said improvements by the 
said date, the ship shall be exempt from any of 
the provisions of these rules which would 
necessitate the making of improvements in 
excess of those which the Governor-General in 
Council has required to be made. 

2. Dlllnitioin. —In these rules unless there 
is anything repugnant in the subject or con¬ 
text— 

(1) "Approved” means approved by the 

Governor-General in Council. 

(2) "Buoyant Apparatus” means buoyant 

deck seats or buoyant deck chairs or 
any other buoyant apraratus except¬ 
ing boats, l^ebuoys or lifejackets. 

(3) "Length” in connection with a ship 

means the registered length of the 

ship. 
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(4) “Special Boat*dec’k’’ means any deck 
on which boats are carried and of 
which the space required for the 
stowage of boats under rule 18 occupies 
half or more of the len^tli of such 
deck. 

(6) “Surveyor” means a Surveyor appointed 
under section 129 of the Indian Mer¬ 
chant Shipping Act, 1923. 

3. (1) («) DavitSi —Every pilgrim ship 
which carries more than 12 berthed passengers 
shall be provided in accordance witli her length 
with the number of sets of davits specified in 
column A of the table in Rule 30. 

(h) Every pilgrim sliip whicli carries 12 
berthed passengers or less shall be provided 
in accordance with her length with the num¬ 
ber of sets of davits s)ie<M'ficd in cohimn 0 of the 
table in Buie 36: 

Provided that no pilgrim ship sliall he 
required to have a number of seta of davits 
greater than tlie number of lifeboats required 
to accommodate the total number of persons the 
ship is certified to carry on the voyage on 
which she is procieeding. 

Provided furtlier that the Governor-General 
in Council may, where it appears to him neces¬ 
sary, having regard to the height at which 
boats are carried above the load line and to 
other cirmimstances of the erase, require a pil¬ 
grim sliip to carry in lieu of, or in addition t<», 
(lavifs some other approved form of launching 
apparatus or sucli arrangements for launching 
boats as may be, in his opinion, effective. 

(2) Each set of davits shall have a lifeboat of 
class I attached to ii and at least one of the 
lifeboats shall be a motor boat. 

(3) If the lifeboats attached to the davits do 
not provide; — 

(a) accommodation for all the persons the 
ship is certified to carry; 

(h) the minimum capacity specified in 
column D of the table in Rule 36, 

whichever is less, additional lifeboats of Class 
I or Class IT shall he placed on board to make 
np the deficiency, and the stowage of the addi¬ 
tional boats sliall he approved by the Governor- 
General in Council: 

Provided that no ship shall be retjuired to 
carry lifeboats of an aggregate capacity greater 
than is required to accommodate the total 
number of persons the ship is certified to carry 
on the voyage on which she is proceeding. 

4. Buoyant apparatus. —If the lifeboats 
carried do not provide sufficient accommoda¬ 
tion for the total number of persons which is 
(tarried or which the ship is certified to carry 
on the voyage on which she is proceeding, 
whichever number is the greater, approved 
buoyant apparatus shall be carried suflScient 
for those persons for whom accommodation is 
not provided in lifeboats, 

6. If the master or owner of a pilgrim ship 
claims to carry on any voyage fewer lifeboats 
and approved buoyant apparatus than will pro¬ 
vide sufficient ^commodation for all the per¬ 
sons for which the shiji is certified, he shall 
declare before-the Principal Officer, Mercantile 


Marine Department, before the time of clear¬ 
ance; that the lifeboats and approved buoyant 
apparatus actually carried will be sufficient to 
u(‘commodate oil the persons who will be 
carried at any time during the voyage. If the 
aggregate capacity of the lifeboats which he 
claims to carry on the voyage is less than the 
minimum capacity specified in column D of 
tlie table in Rule 36, tlie master or owner shall 
declare that the lifeboats alone will be sufficient 
(u accoiiiiiindata all the persons who will be 
carried at any time during the voyage. 

6. Lifebuoys. —Every pilgrim ship shall 
curry lifebuoys of a type approved by the 
Governor-General in Council in accordance 
with the following scale; —

7. (1) Lifebuoy Lights. —Lifebuoy Lights 
shall be self-igniting, shall he provided with a 
means of attaclimeni, to lifebuoys, and .shall’ 
release and open autoinaticjilly. 

(2) .Ships fitted with bridges shall tarry a 
lifebuoy with a self-igniting light attached to 
it at each side of the navigating bridge in 
heckets or cleats in such a manner as to admit 
of instantaneous release and to ensure their 
dropping clear of the. ship’s side. 

Other lifebuoy lights required under these 
rules shall be distributed, attached to lifebuoys, 
to the .Surveyor’s satisfaction. 

(3) All lifebuoy lights reijuired under these 
rules shall he capable of burnmg iu water for 
at least 40 minutes. Lights fitted with 
prickers for ojioiiing shall not he. accepted. 

8. Life«]ackets. —Gm* approvi'd life-jacket 
shall be ('urried for e^ich person on board. 

9. Power to accept alternatives.— ^The 
Governor-General in rounc.il may, in general 
or iu any particular ca.sp, accept any life saving 
appliance or arrangement in lieu of a life sav¬ 
ing ai»pliuncp or arrangement required by these 
rules subject to such conditions as he may 
impose. 

10. Clasaifleation of lifeboats. —Eor the 

purposes of these rules lifeboats are arranged in 
the following classes; — 


C1-.4.S.S 1 . 

A .—Open lifehontii with int-emal buoyancy 
only. 

Tho buoyancy of a wooden boat of this type 
shall he provided by watertight air-cases, the 
total volume of wh.ich shall he at least equal 
to one-tenth of the cubic capacity of the boat.

The internal buoyancy of a wooden boat of 
this type shall be provided by watertight air 
cases, the total volume of which shall be at 
least etjual to seven and a half per cent, of the 
cubic lapac.ity of the boat. 

If the external buoyancy is of cork, its 
voluTiie, for a wooden boat, shall not be less 
Ibaii thirty-three thousands of the cubic (;apa- 
(dty of the boat; if of any material other than 
cork, its volume and distribution shall be such 
that the buoyancy end stability of the boot are 
not less than that of a similar boat provided 
with external buoyancy of cork. 

In the (»se of a metal boat an addition sball 
be made to the cubic capacity of the airtight 
c.ompartTnents, so as to give buoyancy equal 
to that of the wooden boat. 


C .—Pontoon lifeboats havintj a 'Wrll dcch and 
fixed, watertight bulwarks. 

The area of the well dec^k of a b(»at of thi.s 
type shall be at least thirty per cent, of the 
total deck area. The height of the well dec-.k 
above the water-line at all points shall be at 
least eciual to one-half per cent, of the length 
of the boat, this height rising to one and a half 
per cent, of the length of the boat at the ends 
of the well. 

The freeboard of a boat of Ibis type shall be 
such as to provide for a reserve buoyancy of qt 
least thirty-five per cent.

A.— Open lifeboa-ts having the upper part of 
the side collapsible. 

A boat of this type shall be fitte«l both with 
watertight air-cases and with external buoy¬ 
ancy, the volume of which, for eacli ])erson 
which the boat is able to accommodate, shall 
be at least equal to the following amounts: — 


B .—Pontoon lifeboats having a well deck and 
collapsible bulwarks. 

All the conditions laid down for boats of 
Class 1C shall be applied to boats of this type, 
which differ from those of Chxss 1C only in 
regard to the bulwarks. 


—Pontoon lifeboats having a flush deck and 
collapsible bulwarks. 

The minimum freeboarcTof boats of this type 
is independent of their length and depends only 
u])on their depth. The depth of the boat shall 
be nieiisnred vertir»lly from tbe underside of 
the garboai'd stroke to the top of the deck at 
tlie side amidships and the freeboard shall be 
measured from the top of the deck at the side 
amidships to the water-level when the boat is 
loaded. 

The freeboard in fresh water sball not be

If the sheer is less than the standard sheer

(2) III fixing the volume of the internal buoy- 
and, where fitted, the external buoyancy, 
egard shall be had to the difference between 
he weight of the motor and wireless tele¬ 
graphy installation and their accessories and 
he weight of the additional persons which the 
inat could accommodate if these were removed. 

12. (1) Construbtion of lifeboats.— All 

loats shall be properly constructed, and shall 
»e of such form and proportions that they shall 
lave ample stability in a seaway, and sufficient 
Teeboard when loaded with their full comple- 
iieut of persons and equipment. They shall 
>e fitted and arranged to the satisfaction of the 
iovernor-Oeneral in Council. 

(2) The structural strength of the boats sliall 
be to the satisfaction of tlie Governor-General 
in Council. In the case of pilgrim ships, 
launched on or after the Ist June, 1935, the 
strength shall be sufficient to permit of the 
Ixttils being safely lowered into the water with 
iho full (ioraplenient of persons and e<iui])nient 
un lioard. 

(3) Boating accommodation. —In all open 
bouts, all thwart and side seats shall be fitterl 
as low in the boat as practical, and shall pro¬ 
vide seating accommodation for all persons the 
bout is deemed fit to carry and bottom boards 
slmll be fitterl so that tlie tliwarta shall not be 
moi’e than 2 feet 9 inches above them. 

(4) Buoyancy. —Internal buoyancy apparatus 
sluill be constru<!ted of copper or yellow metal 
of not less than 18 ounces to the superficial foot, 
or of other durable material, and in open boats 
of (dass 1 nmy be placed along the sides or at 
tlie ends of the boat, but not in the bottom of 
the boat. External buoyancy apiiaratus may 
be of cork or of aiiv other equally efficient ap¬ 
proved material: tlie use of rushes, cork shav¬ 
ings, loose granulated cork, or any other loose 
granulated substance, and the use of ap¬ 
paratus dependent upon inflation by air is 
prohibited. 

(5) Bhoor. —Open lifeboats of Class 1 shall 
have a mean sheer at least equal to four per 
cent, of their length. 

(ti) Pontoon lifeboats. —I’ontoon lifeboats 
may be built of wood or metal. If constructed 
of wood, they shall have the bottom and deck 
made of two thicknesse-s with textile material 
between; if of metal, they shall be divided into 
watertight comixrrtments with means of access 
to each compartment and shall be provided with 
at least two bilge pumps. 


(/>) In the case of a boat 28 feet in length, 
two tons of water shall be cleared 
from the boat in a time nut exceeding 
the following: — 

Class 1C .. .. 60 seconds. 

Class 2B .. .. 60 sooouds. 

Class 2C .. .. 20 seconds. 

1 n the case of a boat having a length greater 
or less than 28 feet the weight of water 
to be cleared in the. same time shall be 
for each type directly proportional to 
the length of the boat. 

(H) No boat shall be accepted as a lifeboat the 
buoyancy of which depends upon the previous 
adjustment of one of the principal parts of the 
hull. 

(9) All bemts shall be fitted for the use of a 
steering oar. 

(10) Marking of lifeboats . —^All boats shall 
be permaiienlly morked to the satisfaction of 
the Governm-Geiieral in ('ouncil in such a way 
as to iiidicntc jilainly their dimensions and the 
number of jiersons for which they are approved. 
Boats tliat have been properly markeil need not 
be re-measured, unless there is reason to believe 
that the marks have been tampered with or arc 
otherwise defective or improper. 

(11) No boat may be approved the weight of 
which, wlien fully laden with persons and 
equipment, exceeds 20 tons and boats certified 
to carry 100 persons or more shall be motor 
boats. 

13. (1) Number of persons.— Th e n umbe r 
of persons whicii a lifeboat shall be deemed fit 
to larry shall be e<iual to the greatest whole 
number obtained by dividing the uapacity of 
the boat in cubic feet, or tlie surfaeft of the 
boat in s<iuure feet, as the case may be (cal¬ 
culated as jirovided by rules 14 and 16), by the 
standard unit of capacity, or unit of surface, 
defined below. 

(2) The cubic cniwicity in feet of a boat in 
wliioli the number of persons is determined b,y 
the surface shall be assimu^d to be the ten 
times the number of ^lersons which the boat is 
authoriseil to carry. 

(3) The standard units of cajiacity and sur-

(4) The Governor-General in Council may 
accept u smaller divisor for pontoon boats of 
ClasH 1C and Class 211, if he is satisfied after 
trial that the number of persons for whom there 
is seating accommodation in the boat in ques¬ 
tion is greater tluin the number obtained by 
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applying the above divisor provided always 
that the divisor adopted in place of 3^ shall 
never be less than 3. 


(5) The number of persons dbtained by the 
above rules shall be reduced: — 

(t) If it is greater than the number of {per¬ 
sons for which there is proper seating 
accommodation, the latter number 
being determined in such a way that 
the persons when seated do not inter*

(ii) if, in the case of boats otlier than open 
boats of Class 1, the freeboard when 
the boat is fully loaded is less than the 
freeboard required by these rules. 

(6) Tast afloat. —If the Surveyor is doubtful 
as to the number of persons any boat is fit to 
carry he may require the boat to be tested 
afloat with the intended number of persons on 
board. 

(7) The Surveyor may limit the number of 
persons to be allowed in boats with very fine 
ends and in boats very full in form. 

(8) Childran. —Two children under the age of 
twelve years may be carrie<l in ]ilace of one 
adult person. 

14. (1) Cubic capacity of Open Boats of 

Class 1. —In the case of an open boat of Class 
1 the cubic capacity shall be determined by the 
following formula: — 

Capacity =-. -L (4A+2B-{-4C) 

I denotes the Imi/jth of the boat in feet from 
inside of the planking or plating at the stern to 
the corresponding point at the stern post; in 
the case of a boat with a square stern the length 
is measured to the inside of the transom. 

A, B, C denote respectively the area* of the 
croAs-tectioiu at the quarter length forward, 
amidships, and the quarter length oft, which 
correspond to the three piiints obtained by 
dividing / into four equal parto (tlie areas cor¬ 
responding to the two ends of the boat are con¬ 
sidered negligible). 

The areas A , B, C shall be deemed to be given 
in square feet by the successive application of 
the following formula to each of the three 
cross-sections: — 

Area =* (o+46-t-2c-f-4d+e) 

/(. denotes the depth measured in feet inside 
the planking or plating from the keel to the 
level of the gunwale, or, in certain cases, to a 
lower level, as determined hereafter. 

a, b, e, d, e denote the horizontal hreadt-lu of 
the boat measured in feet to the inside of the 
planking at the upper and lower points of the 
depth and at the three points obtained by 
dividing h into four equal parts (a and e being 
the breadths at the extreme points, and c at the 
middle point, of h). 

(2) If the sheer of the gunwale, measured at 
the two points situated at a quarter of the 
length of the boat from the ends, exceeds 1 per 


cent, of the lenj^h of the boat, the depth em¬ 
ployed in calcumting th’e area of the cross- 
section A or C shall be deemed to be the depth 
amidships plus 1 per cent, of the length of the 
boat. ^ 

(3) If the depth of the boat amidships exceeds 
45 per cent, of the breadth, the depth employed 
in calculating the area of the midship cross- 
section B shall be deemed to be equal to 45 per 
cent, of the breadth,- and the depth employed 
in calculating the areas of the quarter length 
seittions A and C shall be obtainedby increasing 
this last figure by an amount equal to 1 per 
cent, of the length of the boat, provided that in 
no case shall the depths employed in the cal¬ 
culation exceed the actual depths at these 
points. 

(4) If the depth of the boat is greater than 
4 feet, the number of persona given by the 
application of these rules shall be reduced in 
proportion to the ratio of 4 feet to the actual 
depth, until the boat has been tested afloat 
with that number of jeersons on board all wear¬ 
ing lifivjar-.kets, and the test has proved satis¬ 
factory. 

(5) The cubic capacity of a boat may be 
assumed to be the product of the length, the 
breadth and the depth multiplied by 0-6 in 
ceases where it is edear that this formula does 
not give a greater capacity than that obtained 
by the above method. The dimensions shall 
Ihen be measured in the following manner: — 

Lenf/th : From the intersection of the out¬ 
side of the planking with the stem to 
the corresponding point at the stern 

1 )ost or, in the case of a square sterned 
)oat, to the after side of the transom. 

Breadth : From the outside of the plank¬ 
ing at the point where the breadth of 
the boat is greatest. 

Depth : Amidships inside the planking from 
the keel to the level of the gunwale, but 
the depth used in calculating the c.ubic; 
capacity may not in any case exceed 45 
per cent, of the breadth. 


In all cases the shipowner shall have the 
right to require that the cubic capacity of the 
bout shall be determined by exac;t measurement. 

(6) If the oars are pulled in rowlocks, the 
bottom of the rowlocks shall be c-onsidered as 
the gunwale in measuring the depth of the 
boat. 

(7) Cubio oaptcity of motor boat*.— ^The 
cubic capacity of a motor boat shall be obtained 
from the gross capacity by deducting a volume 
equal to that occupied by the motor end wire¬ 
less telegraphy installation and their acxies- 
sories. 


15. Dook arot and oopaoity of pontoon 
boat! and of opon boato of Glass 2.— In the 

case of pontoon boats and of open boats of 
Class 2 the surface in square feet shall be de-

IG. Size of boats* —No boat carried in com¬ 
pliance with these rules shall have a capacity 
of less than 125 cubic feet. 

17. Weight of persons. —Ih tlie tests pre¬ 
scribed by these rules for determining the 
number of persons which a boat can ac-.c.onimo- 
date each person shall be assumed to be an 
adult person wearing a life-jaiiket. 

In verifiiations of freeboard the. pontoon 
boats shall be loaded with u weight of at least 
K).') lbs. for wich adult jieison that the jioiitoon 
boat is authorised to caiTy. 

18. (1) Appliances for lowering boats.— 

The davits shall be of u|)])roved form and shall 
be suitably placed to the satisfaction of the 
(lovernor-fleiieral in f'ounc.il. They shall be 
fitted on one or more of the decks in such posi¬ 
tions that the Imats can be efficiently lowered 
trom them, and shall bo so spac.e<l and placeil 
that the boats can be swung out with facility. 
Davits shall not be fitted in the bows of a ship, 
but they may be fitted in any other position in 
the ship, provided that tlie boats are not 
brought into dangerous proximity to a pro- 
])nllev at the time of launching. 

(2) The davits, falls, blocks, and all other 
gear required for lowering the boats, shall be of 
sntfiinent strength to the satisfaction of the 
Governor-lTeneial in Council. In the case of 
pilgrim ships launched on or after the 1st June, 
19.’15, they shall he of such strength that the 
boats can be lowered safely with the full coiii- 
plement of persons and equipment, the ship 
heing assumed to have a list of 15 degrees. 

(3) In the case of pilgrim ships launched on 
or after the 1st June, 19.'15, the davits shall be 
fitted with gear of sufficient power to ensure 
that the boats cun be turned out against the 
maximum list under which the lowering of the 
boats is possible, or the davits shall be of the 
quadrant or other such type as will ensure the 
above condition being fulfilled. 

(4) The boat’s falls shall be long enough u> 
lower the boat into the water with safety when 
the vessel is light with a list of 15 degrees. 
Life-lines shall be fitted to the davit spans, and 
shall be long enough to reach the water when 
the vessel is light with a list of 15 degrees. 
Hooks shall not be attached to the lower tackle 
blocks. 

(5) Means shall be provided for speedily, but 
not neitessarily simultaneously or automati- 
r^ally, detaching the boats from the falls; the 
boats placed under davits shall be attached (o 
the falls and kept ready for service; the points 
of attochinent of the boats to tlfe falls shall be 
sufficiently awayr from the ends of the boats to 
ensure theia being easily swung clear of the 


davits; the boats’ chocks shall be of such con¬ 
struction and arrangements as shall be satisfac¬ 
tory to the Governor-General in (Council. 

(ti) Where more than one boat is served by 
the same set of davits, if the falls are of rope, 
separate falls shall be provided to serve each 
boat but where wire falls are used with me¬ 
chanical appliances for recovering them, 
separate falls need not be provided. 

'i'he appliances used shall be such as to 
ensure lowering the boats rapidly in tiini. 

Where a mechanical appliance is fitted tor 
the recovery of fulls efficient hand gear sliall 
alsf) be jirovided. 

(7) The Governor-General in Council may 
accept in lieu of davits or sets of davits any 
other upiiliance, appliances or arraugenieiils, 
w’hic.h appear to him at least as effective as 
davits for placing the boats in the water. 

19. Buoyant apparatus. —Approved buoy- 
uni appamiiis, w'liether buoyant de.4'k seats, 
buoyant deck chairs or other buoyant appara¬ 
tus, shall be deemed sufficient, so far as biioy- 
uiicy is concerned, for a person or iiumlier of 
))ersons to be ascertained by ilividing the niini- 
ber of pounds of iron which It is capable of 
supporting in fresh water by 32, and if the 
apparatus depends for its buoyoncy on air shall 
not require to be inflated before use. 

The number of iiersons to be supiiorted shall 
be limited to the number of feet in the peri¬ 
meter of the appamtiis. 

Such approved buoyant appamtus shall com¬ 
ply with the following conditions: — 

(1) It shall be of approved material and 

c-onstruclion. 

(2) It shall bo reversible and, shall be 

effective and stable when fliaitiiig 
either woy up. 

(3) It shall be of suidi size, strength and 

weight that it can be handled without 
ineclmnical ap])liances and, if neces¬ 
sary can be thrown from the. vessel's 
deck on wliich it i.s~stowed. 

(4) The air-casc*s or eiiuivalent buoyancy 

sliall be placed as near us possible to 
the sides of the apparatus. 

(5) It ,sliall be marked in such a way os 

plainly to indicate that it is buoyant 
and the number of persons for which 
it is approved. 

20. (1) Stowing of boats, rafts, etc.— All 

bouts attached to davita and all boots .stowed 
iiiider boats attached to davits shall be stowed 
ill such a way that— 

(a) they con lie safely launched in the 
shortest po8.sible time; 

{h) they will not impede in any way the 

f iroinpt handling of any other of the 
ifeboots attached to davits or stowed 
under boats attached to davits or the 
buoyant apparatus carried under 
Ilule 4 of the marshalling of the per¬ 
sons on board at the launching sta¬ 
tions, or their embarkation; 
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(c) eveu uiicler (tonditiouR of list and trim 

nnfavoumble from the point of view 
of the handling of the boats as large a 
number of persons as possible, can be 
embarked in them; 

(d) ex(!ept us hereinafter provided, they 

shall be so stowed as not to require 
lifting before being launched and so 
se(:ure<l that they will have the best 
chance of floating free from the ship 
in ease there is no time to launch 
them. 

(2) With regard to tlie stowage of other 
additional lifeboats and buoyant apparatus the 
following provisions shall apply; — 

(rt) They shall not ijnpe»le in any way the 
pronif)t handling of the lifeboats 
attached to davits or the additional 
boats slowed under boats attached to 
davits or the buoyant apparatus or the 
marshalling of the persons on board 
at the launcliing stations nr their 
einluirkation; 

(h) the lifeboats may be stowetl one above 
the other, or they may, subject hi 
such (conditions as the doveruor- 
(lenerul in (!ounc,il may impose, be 
fitted one within another, but where 
boats so fitted require lifting before 
being lauiudied, they shall only be per¬ 
mitted if attoched to davits operated 
by mechanical power appliances; 

(c) the lifebotrts may be stowed in rows 

across a deck, bridge or pool); 

(d) as large a number of the boats as pos¬ 

sible shall be cai>able of being 
launched on either side of the ship, 
either by means of approved appli¬ 
ances for trunsferriiig them from one 
side of the deck to the other, or by 
stowing in rows across the deck, or by 
some other equally satisfactory means; 

(c) means shall be provided to the satis¬ 
faction of the (lovernor-General in 
Council for lowering the lifeboats into 
the water in the shortest possible 
time. 


(•‘1) Where a boat is stowed uiidernenth 
another boat there shall be provided opproved 
removable supports or other approved appli¬ 
ances, so as to secure that the weight of a boat 
is not undul.v .supported by the boat under¬ 
neath it. 

(4) Boats may only be stowed on more than 
one deck on ('ondition that proper measures are 
taken to prevent tlie boats from a low’er deck 
being fouled by those from a deck above. 

(0) All buoyant apparatus shall be so stowed 
as to be readily available in (ase of emergency. 

21. (1) EquipmMt for boati and buoyant 
apparatus!—Eveiy boat which is carried by 
any pilgrim ship shall be equipped as 
follows: — • 

(a) AVith the full single banked comple¬ 
ment of oars and two spare oars, and 
a steering oar. 


(b) With two plws for each plug hole, 

attached wiw lanyardd or chains, 
and one set and a half of thole pins 
or crutches attached to the boat b,Y 
sound lanyards. Plugs shall not be 
reiiuired where proper automatic 
valves are fitted. 

(c) With a sea anchor, a bailer, a galva¬ 

nised iron bucket, a rudder and a 
tiller, or yoke and yoke lines, a painter 
of sufiUcient length, and a boat-hook. 
The rudder, the bailer, and the 
bucket shall be attached to the boat 
bv sufficiently long lanyards, and 
kept ready for use. 

(d) With a vessel or vessels capable of 

holding one quart for each person 
that the boat is deemed fit to rnwy. 
Kach such vessel shall be kept filled 
with fresh water, and provided with 
a dipper with lan,vard. 

(c) Will) two hatches, one to be kejit in 
each end of the lunit, and to be 
attached to the boat b,y a Ittnyard. 

(/) With n line securely becketted round 
the outside of the boat. 

(//) With an efficient lantern trimmed, with 
oil in its receiver sufficient to burn 
eight hours; or with some other 
lontern or light at leost as effective, 
aiiproved by tlie (iovernor-fleneral in 
Council. 


(2) fn addition to the equipment prescribed 
ill sub-rule (1), the lioats shall be equipjied 
with: — 

(o) A must or masts, and at least one gocul 
sail and jiroper gear for luicli; but 
t his does not ajiply to an apjiroved 
motor boat. 

(h) An efficient compass. 

((') An airtight case containing two pounds 
of biscuits for each person for wliom 
the boat is approved. 

((/) One gallon of vegetable or animal oil, 
and a vessel of approved pattern for 
distributing it on the water in rough 
weotber. This vessel shall be capable 
of being attached to the sea anchor. 

(e) One dozen self-igniting rijd lights in a 
watertight tin, and a box of suitable 
matches in a watertight tin. 

(/) 1 lb. of condensed milk for each person 
the boat is certified to carry. 

(3) All buoyant apparatus carried by a pil¬ 
grim ship hhall be equipped as follows: — 

(rt) With two mddles and one boathook or 
two paddles and boathooks combined 
attached to the buoyant apparatus by 
lanyards. 

i 

(.6) A painter of sufficient length. 
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(c) A line securely becketted round tlie 
outside of the apparatus. 

{il) A self-ignitiuff light and two signal 
flares of approved pattern, tlie self- 
igniting light to be attached to the 
buoyant apparatus by lanyards of 
suitable length: 


Provided that on buoyant Hi»i)siratus, 
designed to support less than twenty-five per¬ 
sons the paddles, boathook, light and flares 
need not be rarrieJ. 

(4) All boats and buoyant apparatus shall 
be fully equipped before the ship leaves har¬ 
bour and the equipment shall remain in the boat 
or buoyant apparatus throiighout the voyage 
while the ship is at sea or shall be stowed in 
some convenient place where it will be imme- 
<liately available in rase of emergency. 

(5) A motor boat need not (iarrj- a mast or 
sail or more than half the complement of oars 
hut shall be provided with two boathooks. 

22. Side ladders. —In every pilgrim ship 
approved rope ladders shall be jirovided at each 
■set of davits. 

Such ladders shall be of sufficient length to 
reach the waterline at the vessel’s lightest sea 
going draft allowing for a list of 15 degrees 
and shall be carried in such a manner as to be 
always available for use in embarking the per¬ 
sons in the boats. 

2d. Illumination. —f)n all pilgrim ships in 
which the bout deck is more than dO feet above 
the water, provision shall be made for the illu¬ 
mination from the ship of the lifeboats when 
alongside and in process of or immediately 
after being launched. 

24. Life*JackOtS. —An approved life-jacket 
shall mean a jacket of approved material and 
construction, which is capable of floatiug in 
fresh water for 24 hours with 16J lbs. of iron 
suspended from it, or any other approved 
appliance of equal buoyancy and capable of 
being fitted on the body. It shall be reversible 
and suitable both for adults and children. 
Life-jackets the buoyancy of which depends on 
air compartments are prohibited. 

25. (1) (a) Lifebuoys. —An approved life¬ 
buoy shall be of solid cork or other equivalent 
material. It shall be capable of floating in 
fresh water for at least 24 hours with 32 lbs. 
of iron suspended from it. 

(5) Lifebuoys filled with rushes, cork shav¬ 
ings, granulated cork or any other loose granu¬ 
lated material, or whose buoyancjy depends 
upon air compartments requiring inflation, are 
prohibited. 

(2) All lifebuoys shall be fitted with beckets 
securely seized, and at least one on each side of 
the ship shall be fitted with a life-line at least 
15 fathoms in'lengtb. 


26. PMition of lifebuoys and lifo>Jacket8.— 

All lifebuoys and life-jackets shall be suitably 
placed to the satisfaction of the Surveyor and 
so ns to be readily accessible to all persons on 
board and their position shall be plainly 
indicated so that it may be known to those for 
whom they are intended. 

liifebuoys shall always be capable of being 
rapidly cast loose and sliall not be rigidly 
securcul in any way. 

Life-jackets may be stored either in battens 
over the jmssenger decks or in boxes under the 
charge of serangsas well as in the buoyant seats 
when tliese are used. The contents of the 
boxes shall be clearly painted on thorn and 
illustrated notices in the vernacular shall be 
posted up in different part,s of the sliip ex¬ 
plaining to imsseiigers where to find life-jackets 
and !iow to use tliem. In addition, their use 
shall be ilemonstmtod by the crew both during 
hoat drills and periodically at other times. 

27. (1) Exemptions.— -Any lifeboat which 
forms part of tlie equipment of a pilgrim ship 
that \vas launched before the 1st June, 193.3, 
and Vr’iiicli lias been inspected and approved by 
the (Jovernor-General in Council before that 
date, may be accepted as equivalent to a life¬ 
boat so long as it remains in good condition. 

(2) Lifeboats which were ordered before the 
Ist June, 1933, in order to complete the 
equipment of ship, hut whicli were not deli¬ 
vered in time to be inspected by the Governor- 
Geneial in (.'ouneil before that date, inav be 
accepted as equivalent to lifeboats so long »is 
as they remain in good condition: 

Provided that such lifeboats shall not be .so 
accepted, unless— 

(a) they have been inspected, wbera this 
has not already been done; 

(/>) tliey would have com])lied with ihe 
requirements of the rules in foree 
prior to the 1st June, 1933. 

28. (1) W^hen it appears to the Governor- 
General in (Council, on the applfcatiou of the 
owner of a pilgrim ship carrying more than 
12 berthed jmssengers, that it is not practicable 
or reasonable to fit in that ship Uie number of 
sets of davits required by these rules, be may 
authorise under exceptional circumstances a 
smaller number of sets of davits provided that 
the number carried shall not be less than the 
minimum fixed in column B of tlie table in 
Rule 36 and that the capacity of the life-boats 
carried is at least up to the minimum capacity 
specified in column D of the table. 

The owner of such a ship sliall be required to 
satisfy the Surveyor by a practical test in his 
presence that all the boats carried ran be 
launched in reasonable time, the number of 
hands employed in tlie operation not exceeding 
the total number of boat hands that will be 
carried on board under normal service condi¬ 
tions and each boat having, when lowered, at 
least two men on board and its full equipment. 

(2) If it appears to the Governor-General in 
Council, on tlie iijipliration of the owner of any 
pilgrim ship that it is not practicable or rea.soii- 
able in a jHirticular case to require that pontoon

30. LifeboatHMIIi —From a date to be noti¬ 
fied by the Governor-General in Council oiich 
lifeboat shall be in charge of a minimum num¬ 
ber . of lifeboatmen holding certificates of 
efficiency issued under the authority of a com¬ 
petent authority. In order to obtain the certi¬ 
ficates, the men must prove that they have been 
trained in all tlie operations connected with the 
launching of lifeboats and the use of oars; that 
they are acquainted witli the practical handling 
of the boats themselves; and further tliat they 
are capable of understanding and answering 
the orders relative to lifeboat service. 


31. (1) Muttar Listi —The muster list shall 

assign duties to the different members of the

(3) Before the ship sails, the Master shall 
draw up and exhibit the muster list and the 
proper authority shall be satisfied that the 
muster list has been prejiared for the ship and 
is posted in several parts of the ship and in 
{larticular in the crew’s quarters. 

32. (11 Drilli —In all ships to which these 
rules apply, a boat drill and a watertight dour 
drill shall be held as soou as possible after leav¬ 
ing the original port of departure and there¬ 
after once a week during the voyage when 
practicable, at which a number of the male 
passengers (e.p., the single men) when this is 
practicable shall be mustered apart from the 
others in a convenient place whence they can 
he readily requisitioned to assistin swinging 
out boats or rounding up falls, etc., if required. 
Such drills shall be recorded in the official log 
book. 

(2) The Surveyor shall be satisfied, in each 
case before the ship leaves port, that a return 
has been devised and communicated to each 
officer of the ship for securing an efficient 
working of the boats. In all cases a police 
system shall be organised to the satisfaction 
of the Surveyor so us to secure obedience to 
orders and proper control and guidance of all 
on board in times of emergency. 

(3) In carrying out the boat and watertight 
door drills the crew will, when practicable, drill 
in their life-jackets and arrangements shall be 
made, when possible, for passengers to see the 
crew putting their life-jackets on. Kutries in 
tlie official log book shall state whether and 
when this has been done. 

.33. EUMrgMOy boati —In all pilgrim ships 
which are required under these rules to carry 
two or more boats, an emergency boat shall be 
carried slung out and ready for action whilst 
the ship is at sea. 

34. BMt-<iMkfi-^pecial boat-decks shall 
be kept entirely clear of passengers, and in the 
case of shade-decks, bridge-decks and poop- 
decks, which are utilised for carrying passen¬ 
gers as well as boats, a space sufficient for the 
working of the boats shall be railed off; and 
where boats stowed on a shade, bridge or poop- 
deck occupy half or more of the totel breadth 
of the deck, the whole of the space abreast the 
boats shall be railed off and treated as a special 
boat-deck. 


Stowage. —The stowage of boats and 
buoyant apparatus in any pilgrim ship shall 
not be passed by the Surveyor as complying 
with these rules unless he is satisfied that every 
part of the life saving muipment is readily 
available.

to recover and administer the waqfs in Bengal. 

Whereas it is expedient to provide for the recovery and 
proper administration of the waqf properties in the Presi¬ 
dency of Bengal; 

And whereas the previous sanction of the Governor- 
General has been obtained under sub-section (/i) of section 
80A of the Government of India Act to the passing of this 
Act; 

It is hereby enacted as follows;— 

CHAPTER I. 

Preuminary. 

1. (/) This Act may be called the Bengal Waqfs Act 
of 1932. 

(2) It extends to the whole of Bengal. 

(3) It shall come into force on the first day of , 1933. 

2. In this Act unless there is anything repugnant in the 
subject or context,— 

(a) “ waqfs ” means waqf properties ; 

(b) “ waqf ’ ’ means the permanent dedication by a person 

professing Islamic faith any property, movable or 
immovable, for any purpose recognised by muslim 
law os religious, pious or charitable and includes 
waqfs by user and also the properties dedicated for 
the advancement of education, sanitation and 
culture of the muslim community ; 

(c) “ beneficiary ” means the person or persons for whom

Duty to execute 3. The mutwalli is bound to fulfil the purpose of the

{Clauses 14 — 23.) 

14. Where oo-mutwallia jointly commit a breach of trust 
or where one of them by his neglect enables the other to 
commit a breach of trust, each is liable to the beneficiary for 
the whole of the loss occasioned by such breach : 

Provided that in case a mutwalli is controlled aiul guided 
by a committee, the committee will be jointly liable with the 
mutwalli, unless liability of the mutwalli is separable. 


CHAPl'ERIII.

16. A mutwalli is entitled to have in his possession the 
waqfnamas and all documents of title relating solely to 
the waqf and to take possession of all the waqfs covered by 
the title deeds or other documents of title.

(9) to make rules for a speedier and less expensive

29. (1) The Commissioner of Waqfs shall bo appointed 
by the Governor in Council after consideration of the recom¬

(3) No person shall be appointed to the office of the

(b) a Barrister ; or 

(c) an Advocate, Attorney or Vakil; or 

(d) a person holding the office of Deputy Adminis¬ 

trator-General or Deputy Legal Remembrancer 

or the District Judge or District Magistrate ; or 

(e) anl. C. S.; or 

(/) an Assistant Commissioner of Waqfs having at least 

8 years’ service to his credit as such ; and 

ig) a muslim. 

30. The (Commissioner shall, for the purpose of recovering 
and administering waqfs, bo a corporation sole by the name 
of the Commissioner of Waqfs and as such Commissioner shall 
have perpetual sucoession and a corporate seal and may 
sue and sued in his corporate name. 

31. All waqfs that have been created and will be created 
in future will Im vested in the Commissioner and ho will 
be entitled to all documents of title relating thereto. 

32. The Commissioner of Waqfs will be the chief execu¬ 
tive authority and shall have power to appoint, subject 
to the sanction and approval of the Board, Assistant (Commis¬ 
sioners, Superintendents of Waqfs, Auditors and such other 
officers and servants as may be necessary from time to time 
for the administration of the Department of Waqfs, to be 
brought into being under this Act.

CHAPTER IX. 

Of the powers and duties of the Assistant Commis¬ 
sioners AND Superintendents. 

34. The Assistant Commissionors and Superintendents 
shall perform their functions in respect of such mutwallis and 
such waqf properties or in respect of such areas as the Com¬ 
missioner of Waqfs may direct; and their powers and duties 
will, subject to or in accordance with the provisions of this 
Act and the rules made thereunder and subject to the 
orders of the Commissioner of Waqfs, include—

for final sanction and approval; 

(•5) to call upon the mutwallis to submit their annual 
budgets for the next year, by the end of February 
every year; 

(G) to alter, reject or modify the budgets ; 

(7) to collect the charges from the mutwallis for the 
Consolidated Fund and for the finance of the 
Department of Waqfs created under this Act 
in the prescribed manner ; 

(j) to prepare and submit report of waqfs after investiga¬ 
tion, containing the following particulars :— 

(o) history; 

(/>) proper and sufficient descriptions ; 

(e) extent, value and nature ; 

(d) total gross income ; 

(e) beneficiaries and their interests ; 

(/) nature and extent of possession with the 
transferees or trespassers, if any ; 

(g) conditions of the beneficiaries; 

(A) other ciroumstanoee; 

(t) mutwallia and their conduct 

(j) objects; 

(k) improvemmits necessary; 

(l) methods of recovering and admifdstering the 

portkms out of poMessioa; and 
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(9) to recommend after hearing all the parties coneented 
and interested, removal or punishment for breaches 
of trust, misconduct and groas neglect of duty on 
the part of the mutwallis ; 

(10) to have power for the purpose of investigation into 

the waqfs under the aforesaid sub-clause (8) to 
have access to the records of Registration offices 
of the collectorate and other official departments 
within the local limits of investigation ; 

(11) to receive and hear the complaints against the 

mutwallis ; 

(12) to receive and dispose of suggestions made in writing 

by any meml)cr of the musliin public intereate<l in 
the waqfs for the upkeep and maintenance of the 
objects of waqfs and for the improvement of the 
waqf properties ; 

(7.3) to direct the mutwallis to act in accordance with 
the scheme or suggestions approved by the Board 
or the Commissioner: 

Provided that in lodging a complaint against the mut¬ 
wallis or making suggestions for the well-being of the waqfs, 
no persons shall have to pay any stamp or fee: 

Provided also that in case of false, frivolous and malicious 
complaints, the complainant shall be liable to pay a fine not 
exceeding Rs. .'500. 


Powers and 
duties nf the 
Assistant 
Commissioner. 


36. Over and above the powers and duties prescribed 
in the aforesaid section .34, the powers and duties of the 
Assistant Commissioner will include—

and gross neglect of duty and appoint new mut¬ 
wallis in their places in accordance with the terms 
of the waqf deeds or with the orders of the Dis¬ 
trict Judge or the Commissioner;

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(9) to hear the appeals from the orders of the Superin¬ 
tendents and refer to the District Judge within 
whose local jurisdiction the waqf is situate any 
matter involving legal controversies relating to 
the instruments of waqfs or to the claims of the 
mutwallis or to the validity of the terms of the 
waqfs or to the claims of the beneficiaries ; 

{10) to call for the returns of woqf incomes from the 
mutwalllis and assess the income for the Consoli¬ 
dated Fund and for the finance of the Department 
of Waqfs created under this Act; 

{11) to fix, alter or increase the remuneration of the 
mutwallis; 

{12) to alter, change or discontinue the scheme of dis¬ 
tribution of waqf income consistent with the 
terms of waqf deeds or with the order of the court 
or the authority established under this Act; 

{13) to control and supervise the waqfs and the mut¬ 
wallis ; 

{14) to divert the income of the waqfs from one object 
to another.

Of inquiries, returns and budoets. 

36. The Superintendents or Assistant Commissioners

(J) require any person interested or a mutwalli to 
furnish him with a return of the valuation and 
income of waqf with full particulars thereof as 
provided in section 34 of this Act;

minal or revenue, or maps, chittas prepared under the autho¬ 
rity of Government. 

38. The Superintendent or Assistant Commissioner shall 
maintain a register of waqfs with full particulars required 
under section ^ of this Act.

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42. {!) If the Superintendent is satisfied that a return 
made under section 40 or a budget prepared under section 
41 is incorrect and incomplete, he shall assess the total in¬ 
come of the waqf property and shall determine the sum pay¬ 
able by the mutwalli for the Consolidated Fund and finance 
of the department. 

(2) If the Superintendent has reason to believe that a 
return made under section 40 or a budget prepared under 
section 41 is incorrect or incomplete, he shall serve on the 
mutwalli or person who made the return or prepared the 
budget, a notice requiring him, on a date to be therein speci¬ 
fied, either to attend at the Superintendent’s oflico or to pro¬ 
duce or to cause to be there produced any evidence on which 
such person may rely in support of the return or the budget. 

(3) On the day specified in the notice issued under sub- 
seetion (2) or as soon afterwards as may be, the Superinten¬ 
dent after hearing such evidence as such person or mutwalli 
may produce and such other evidence as the Superintendent 
may require on specified points or such other evidence as

63. The Commissioner, Assistant Commissioner and 
Superintendent shall record in English the evidence of the 
parties and witnesses who attend and* upon the evidence so 
recorded and after consideration of any documentary evi¬ 
dence produced by either side, a decision shall bo given in 
accordance with justice, equity and good conscience and 
shall bo reduced to writing. In the absence of any party 
duly summoned to attend the dispute may be decided against 
him in default. 


64. (7) A decisum of any of the waqf authorities, if not

(2) Decisions and orders of the waqf authorities shall, 
on application to any civil court having local jurisdiction, 
be enforceable in the same manner as a decree of such court.

Of thb Consolidated Pond and Finance. 

55. The Commissioner with the sanction of the Board 
shall create a fund to be known as the Consolidated Fund 
exclusively earmarked for the advancement of muslim edu¬ 
cation in Bengal by fixing a percentage, c.g., from 5 to 10 
per cent, of the total income of the waqfs assessed by the 
Superintendents. 

56. The Comniissioner with the sanction of the Board 
sliall impose 2 to 5 per cent, rovenuo on the total income of 
the waqfs and collect the sum through the Superintendents 
and utilise it for the administration of the department 
brought into existence by this Act in the prcscrilnsd manner.

proceeding or investigation undw this Act. 
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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 


It is admitted on all hands and also widely known that the waqf properties in Bengal form 
the most important source of wealth created for manifold charities and for the welfare of the 
Muslim community. 

Muslim zamindars have been ruined, Badshahi grants have been resumed and Muslim 
families have been broken up under the operation of the I.aw of Inheritance. The result has 
been the widespread and appalling poverty that stands in the way of progress of the Muslim 
community of Bengal to-day. The Government aid is too inadequate to meet the scope of its 
demand for education, sanitation and culture. Besides, the community is too poor to bear 
any further burden of taxation. It is, therefore, high time that ways and means should be ex¬ 
plored to cope with the situation. 

The number of Muslim moneyed men that can come forward with large donations to meet 
the crying need is also very small. 

The community is condemned for this deplorable poverty, whenever its rights and pri¬ 
vileges are pressed in the University, in the Councils and in other public institutions and the 
donations of the Hindu moneyed men are compared to the ridiculously small contributions 
coming from the Muslim community. 

Nevertheless there are waqf properties still in existence in Bengal, which if properly ad¬ 
ministered and the incomes thereof spent on legitimato purjroses for whit-h they hacl licen creat¬ 
ed, the present disgraceful position of the community will bn greatly relieved and its honour 
and dignity proxierly vindicated. If the waqf projjerties are projKirly administered for the n^al 
beneficiaries only for which they were dedicated initiative, industry and enterprise! will devcloj) 
and the eommrniity’s wealth will increased. This Bill contemplates to regulate and chan¬ 
nel the use of waqf Incomes into legitimate purposes and protect the interests of the benefi¬ 
ciaries. 

Muslim Law vests the waqf property in God. The Crown exercises the rights as repre¬ 
sentative of God. It is, therefore, the duty of the (Jrown to pri'st'rve, protect, maintain, ad¬ 
minister and improve the waqf properties. 

But unfortunately in Bengal the Crown has not exercised its right of direct control 
to waqfs, the Muslim Law has conferred on it. (Jonscquontly the mutwallis have had 
their day. They have made much of the waqf properties. Most of them enjoy the incomes 
for themselves and often treat them as their own private proptirties. The result has been many 
waqf properties have passed into the hands of third persons and to the members of other com¬ 
munities. 


This Bill contemplates to recover the waqf properties and set up a permanent and respon¬ 
sible machinery solely entrusted to develop and regulate the incomes and expenditure of the 
waqfs. 

As everybody’s business is nobody’s business, members of the Muslim community seldom 
come forward to call the mutwallis into account. And there are other obvious reasons as well. 
The remedy by way of mutwalli suits for removal or accounting is protracted and most expen¬ 
sive. The present economic position of the community allows very few persons to risk the 
expenses and trouble involved in such suits. This Bill proposes to carry out the scheme of 
administration and recovery of waqfs through the waqf authorities which will take the place 
of the public with regard to the duty of supervision and control of waqfs and the mutwallis 
thereof. 


The Act LXII of 1023 (the Mussalman Waqf Act) contemplates a remedy by way of call¬ 
ing the mutwallis into account to the District Judge. But the remedy is inadequate and the 
Act does not provide for the recovery and administration of waqfs. Besides, since 1023, the 
Act has not bmn put into operation in Bengal excepting that some ^.ttempts are l)eing made 
by the District Judge of Rangpur. The District Judges have not yet l)oon provided with 
the machinery to put the Act into operation. This Bill contemplates to cover much wider 
grounds than the Act XLII of 1023. It proposes to make the remedy real and effective by 
creating a new department under permanent authorities, to assert the rights of the Crown to 
the waqf properties and protect, maintain and improve them. 

The Board of Waqfs wilj be solely entrusted to control and supervise the administration 
of waqfs. The Muslim publio'will not have to worry about litigation in civil courts as they have 
hitherto done, regor^g waqf properties and the mutwallis. 

TIm oonstittttion of the Board has been framed so as to secure representation of various 
•nd wider interests. 


Provisions have been made to the department created under this Act self-supxwrt- 
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Care has been taken to see that the Muslim public should be able to take greater interest 
in waqf properties more frequently and-with the least trouble and expenses. 

Provisions have been made for appeals, reviews and references so that nobody may be 
projudicdd. 

This Bill proposes to establish a machinery which will be self-acting and at the same time 
in no way inferior to the authorities, who have hitherto decided and dealt with waqf oases. 

The Bill only seeks to secure a proper administration of waqfs and to recover properties 
which wore dedicated in waqf in the name of God. 

It is to be noted, however, that in setting up the machinery contemplated under this Act, 
Government will have to incur certain initial expenditure recoverable later on from the Fund 
to 1)0 created hercimder.

Whbbkas it is expedient to make provisions for the 
improvement of public health and sanitation in the melas 
within the Presidency of Bengal and whereas it is necessary 
to safeguard the health of the people frequenting such melas 
as well M that of the residents of the locality, as also of the 
public in general; 

Ahd whereas the previous sanction of the Governor- g 
General has been obta^ed under sub-section (3) of section v, o, 61 ,• 
80A of the Government of India Act to the passing of this 6 & 7 a«o. 
Act ; V, 0 .87; 

9 & 10 Q«o. 

It is hereby enacted as follows :— V, o. 101. 


1. This Act may be called the Bengal Mela Sanitation 
Act, 1932. 

2. It shall come into force from the Ist , 1933. 

3. This Act shall extend to the whole Presidency of 
Bengal provided that the Local Government may by a 
notification published in the Calcutta Gazette exclude any 
area or areas specially or generally from the provisions of 
the whole or any part of this Act. 

4. In this Act, unless there is anything repugnant in the 
subject or context,— 

(a) “mela” includes a fair, and “mela area” means 
any area outside mela limits and declared as 
such by the Health Officer of .a district; 

(i) “proprietor” includes any person who holds any 
land on his own account or as agent or trustee 
or representative of or on behalf of any person 
or society or under any religious or charitable 
trust ; 

(c) “rent” includes any payment in cash or kind for any ' 

use or occupation of any land or structure ; 

(d) “Health Officer” means an officer appointed as such 

or specially empowered to do the work of the 
Health Officer; 

(s) “local authority” means the District Board or the 
Commissioners of municipaUty as the case may 
be ; 

(/) “infectious or contagious disease" means any dlatMum 
notified as such by the Director of Public Health - 
by notification in the Calcutta Gazette ; 

(g) “land” has the same meaning as assigned to it in the 
Bengal Municipal Act, 1884. 

6. No mela shall be held without the previous san cti on 
in writing of the Health Officer of the local authority in whose 
area the mela is held and in contravention of any of the 
conditions of such sanction, to be obtidned by the proprietor 
of the land or premises whereon the is biJH or anch 
jiersoD under whose authority ox at whose inatima the mela 
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(Clauses 6 — 13.) 

S. It shall be lawful for the Health OfiScer to refuse 
wnotioa for holding any mela or to revoke any such sanction 
if already given, unless the person applying for such sanction 
or the person to whom such sanction has boon given makes 
such arrangements for drainage, conservancy, water-supply 
and medidd aid in the mela area as to the Health Officer may 
seem necessary and proper. 


7. All applications for permission to hold any mela shall 
ordinarily bo submitted to the Health Officer at least two 
months before the commencement of the mela. 


8 . The Health Officer may grant such permission after 
such enquiries as may be necessary and subject to such 
conditions as he may deem necessary. 


9. The decision of the Health Officer shall be communicat¬ 
ed to the applicant not less than one month before the date 
fixed for the mela. 


10. The local authority may from time to time prescribe 
such form as may bo necessary for all applications under 
section 7 of this Act and where there is no Health Officer, 
every local authority shall appoint one within the meaning of 
section 4 (d). 

11. (o) Any person aggrieved by an act, omission or 
order of the Health Officer purporting to act under any of the 
foregoing sections of this Act may apply to the Chairman 
of the local authority. 

(6) Such applications shall be placed before a Board 
consisting of the Chairman and the Vice-Chairman of the local 
authority, the Civil Surgeon of the district and one registered 
medical practitioner not below the rank of an M.B. of any 
Indian University provided that it shall be lawful for the 
Civil Surgeon to nominate any medical practitioner to sit 
on the Committee for a particular purpose in place of Civil 
Surgeon. 

(c) The Board shall be convened by the Chairman and the 
decision of the Board shall be final. 

(d) The registered medical practitioner shall be named 
by the applicant along with his application. 

(e) The local authority may frame such rules as may bo 
deemed necessary for the meetings of the Board, not in¬ 
consistent with the provisions of this Act. 


12. Notwithstanding anything hereinbefore enacted, 
the Director of Public H^tb may grant permission for holding 
any mela in spite of any order passed under any of the fore¬ 
going sections of this Act. 


13. On the report of the Health Officer to the Civil 
Surgeon, the Civil Surgeon shall convene a Board consisting 
of the District Blagistrate and the Civil Surgeon, and the 
Board may, for reasons to be recorded and after such inquiries 
they deem necessary, cancel any permission granted under any 
section of this Act, on account of an outbreak of any serious 
epidemic in the locality of the mela and shall thereupon 
pass an order declaring that the mela shall disperse within a 
time specified therein: 

Provided no such cancellation shall be ordered without 
an opportifhity being given to the person who has obtained 
such pmmission to show cause, unless for reasons to be recorded 
in wntii^ the Bomd deems it necessary in the interest of 
pablio health to act inunedistely and to dispense with the grant 
exf snoh oppoTtnitity. 
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{Clauees 14 — 24.) 

14 . An order under section 13 of this Act shall be pro¬ 
mulgated in the mola and in the locality by an officer deputed 
by the District Magistrate and not below the rank of a Sub- 
Deputy Magistrate.

15. On the promulgation of an order under section 14 of 
this Act, the mcla shall come to an end within such period as 
shall be mentioned in the aforesaid order. 


16. Any person continuing to carry on any trade or busi¬ 
ness after the expiry of such time as is mentioned in the 
last preceding section and without the special permission 
in writing of the officer deputed to promulgate the order 
under section 13 shall be ptmished with a fine which may 
extend to Bs. 200. 


17 . No person shall be Emitted to temporarily settle 
within the mela or mela area for carrying on prostitution at 
such area within a radius fixed by the Health Officer on this 
behalf for such period as the mela continues nor shall any 
proprietor or person permit such temporary settlement or 
intentionally aid, assist or hclp^such temporary settlement. 


18. (a) Any person carrying on prostitution at any mela 
or within any area prohibit^ by the Health Officer under 
section 17 of this Act shall be punished with a fine that may 
extend to Rs. 100 and shall be liable to be ejected from the 
mela or such prohibited area for such period as the mola con¬ 
tinues. 

(6) Any person or a proprietor permitting temporary 
settlement of prostitutes within mela or mela area or inten¬ 
tionally acting, assisting or helping such settlement shall 
also Ik) liable to a fine which may extend to Rs. 100. 

(c) The District Magistrate may pass such order or orders 
08 may be necessary to eject such persons within the 
purview of section 18 (o). 

19. No persons with any contagious or infectious disease 
shall sell any article of food or without the special permission 
of the Health Officer shall sell any other article or carry on 
any other work in the mela or the mela area. 

20 . Any person knowing or having reason to believe the 
outbreak of any contagious or infectious disease in any 
mela or mela area shall immediately notify this to the 
Health Officer or any person appointed by him on this behalf. 

21 . Any person failing to notify under section 20 shall bo 
punished with fine which may extend to Rs. 10. 


22 . It shall be lawful for the local authority to frame, 
subject to the approval of the Local Government, such 
bye-laws and to prescribe such forms as may be nec«nary for 
regulating and controlling the melas in matters concerning 
public health and sanitation and not inconsistent with the 
provisions of this Act. 


23 . Any proprietor or person wilfully causing or 
assisting the violation of any of the above provisions of this 
Act shall be liable to a fine extending to the same amount 
as prescribed for the substantive violation. 

24 . Unless otherwise provided for, whoever contravenes 
any of the provisions of th^ Act shall be punished with fine 
to the extent mentioned hoewith.

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STATEMEIIT OP OUEOTS AND REASONS. 

Melas and fain hare been the reoognised agencies to spread out many infectious and 
contagious diseases in the Presidency of ^ngal. It was only a few years back that a mela 
in the district of Nadia rapidly spread out cholera in all the bordering thanas and caused ravages 
in numerous villages. The necessity of making better provisions tor the public health and 
sanitation with consequential medical and other needs have been long recognised by almost 
all the local authorities in the presidency, but beyond some, ineffective* advices, the District 
Boards or municipalities or their Health Officers have been hitherto more or less helpless in the 
matter. Most of these melas and fairs fetch good income for their proprietors, but they have 
very little sense of responsibility in these matters. 

With a view to afford the necessary sanitary and public health control, in the Health 
Officers which have now boon appointed in all District Boards and in most of the municipalities 
in Bengal, they are being given the power to grant sanction for the holding of mclos and without 
such sanction, no mela should be permitted. With a view to check any misuse of such power, 
there is provision made for applying to a Board i^^ainst any order of the Health Officer, wherein 
the Chairman, the Vice-Chairman, the Civil Surgeon and one medical man nominated by the 
applicant shall sit to decide finaliy this matter. The Director of Public Health being ultimately 
responsible for the public health and sanitation in this presidency, ultimate power is also vested 
in him to permit any mela notwithstanding any order by the Health Officer or by the Board 
mentioned above. 

On the breaking out of any serious epidemic endangering human safety, provision has boon 
mode in this Bill to move the Civil Surgeon and the IMstrict Magistrate to stop mela, should 
such a course bo doomed necessary in the interest of public health. Other consequential pro¬ 
visions have also boon made to make such order effective. 

The Rottloment of public women in melas has come to bo an acute social problem and 
provisions have been made to stop it and, if necessary, to eject such women from the melas and 
from the locality. 

Provision has also been made to guard public health so that men with any infectious or 
contagious disease may not further spread out such disease by contact, with the sale of food or 
any other article and the notification of all such outbreaks in and around melas have boon made 
a duty of all persons knowing the same. While this has been specially provided for operation in 
mela areas, it has been left at the option of the local authorities to permanently safeguard 
public health by applying this provision for all the yeax round in any or whole of such local 
areas. Ultimate power has been reserved in the Local Glovemmont to exclude the operation of 
the Act or any of its provisions from any cantonment, or any backward areas or to any other 
area whore the operation of this Act may not be feasible for all practical purposes. 
A large congregation for a day on any festive or a religious occasion in any municipal area 
wherein nobody may in particular be responsible for the holding of such congregation or mela 
may bo an instance in point. 

It is hoped that with the growing sanitary oonsciousness of the people, the danger to public 
health will be realised by all to justify the placing of an act on the lines of this Bill in the Statute 
Book.

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Report of the Select Committee on the Bengal Motor Vehicles Tax 

(Amendment) Bill| 1932. 

We, the members of the Select Committee of the Bengal Legislative 
Council, to which the Bengal Motor Vehicles Tax (Amendn\ent) Bill, 1932, 
was referred by a motion carried in the Bengal Legislative Council on the 
22nd August, 1932, have the honour to submit this our Report with a copy of 
the Bill, as amended by us, annexed. All matter omitted by the ^lect 
Committee has been printed in italics and encloeed in square brackets, and all 
new matter inserted has been underlined. 

1. The Bill was published in the Calcutta Gazette on the 18th August, 
1932. 

2. The Committee met on the 24th August, 1932, and finished detailed 
consideration of the Bill at that meeting. 

3. We do not consider that the Bill has been so altered as to require 
republication. 

4. We recommend that the Bill as amended be passed by the Council. 

6. The following are the principal dianges made in the Bill;— 

Clause 3 (S). —It is considered that the intention of sub-section (S) of 
section 4 of the Act should be made more precise. In the proposed new sub¬ 
section {2) it is made clear that the tax shall ordinarily be paid by the year, 
but power is given to the Taxing Officer to allow payments for quarterly 
periods. It is also made clear that in both cases the tax must be paid in 
advance. 

Clause 3 (5).—The words “for any quarterly period or periods” have 
been omitted as unnecessary. 

Clause 7 (1).—It is understood that clause Fourthly in this sub-clause 
does not precisely embody the intention. The intention is to give priority to 
payments for completing works for which payments have b^n made in a 

f >revious year under this section. It is considered that a provision on these 
ines is not strictly necessary, while its practical effect is doubtful. 

As regards clause Fifthly it is realised that the contributions to local 
authorities provided for in clause Fourthly of section 11 of the Act may 
exhaust the fund and leave nothing for expenditure on the works which come 
under the head Fifthly, including Public Works Department roads. It is 
felt, however, that there are not sufficient grounds for taking away the 
priority which the former at present enjoy over the latter. Tf it becomes 
necessary to amend the Act to enable contributions to be made to the Howrah 
Bridge Commissioners this can more suitably be done by a different form of 
amendment. 

Sub-clause {!) of clause 7 has accordingly been deleted. 

Clause 7 {£). —It is not obligatorv on the Local Government to refuse 
contributions when a local authority nas failed to expend or to allot for 
expenditure the required amount. The words “or reduce” are therefore 
unnecessary. 

Clause 8(2). —Experience has shown that it is necessary that the Local 
Government should have power to make rules to require that tokens and 
certificates be kept in proper and legible condition. 
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Clause 11 (4).—The words “over-all” have been omitted in view of the 
words “area to be measured by wheel base x track” which occur at the end 
of Part II of the First Schedule.

The Committee of Management have the honour to report that 
throughout the year the standard has been fully maintained both us 
regards the number of exhibits in the collection and their condition. 
The garden again sustained a heavy loss in the death from verminous 
colic and enteritis of the female Indian rhinoceros, of which the mate, 
as reported in the last annual report, died from the effects of arsenical 
poisoning. 

The specimen lived in captivity for 29 years and the Carden would 
have had no specimen of this important animal had it not been for the 
kindness of Her Excellency the Countess of Willingdon, who presented 
a very fine young mule to the Carden, for which most welcome gift the 
cordial thanks of the Committee of Management and of the public are 
due to Her Excellency. 

The following structural improvements >vere undertaken during the 
year;— 

(1) Quarters for the First Assistant Superintendent. —This matter 
had brnn under consideration for some time, but for want of funds exe¬ 
cution of the projwt had to be deferred. During the year under report 
the Overseer’s quarters at the Kid<lcrpore gate, wliiidi were lying 
^vacant, were, after thorough re]>airs, additions and alteratibns, con¬ 
verted into suitable quarters for the Assistant Superintendent. 
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(2) liaising the houndarg wall. —The boundary wall of the Gacden 
along the Orphangunge Road and also between the Garden and the 
Observatory was found to be too low on account of the raising of the 
Orphangunge Road and the paddock, and experience proved 'that access 
over the wall was too easily accomplished. Portions of the wall between 
the Kidderpore gate and the Superintendent’s quarters and between the 
Garden and the Observatory have been raised as necessary. 

(3) Improvement in the rhinoceros enclosure. —Extensive improve¬ 
ments were made in the rhinoceros enclosure. The grounds were con¬ 
siderably rai.sed and a cement wall 7 feet high and a trench 314 feet 
long and 20 feet wide constructed to prevent visitors from feeding these 
animals. 

(4) The introduction of trench and wall in the paddocks in place of 
steel fencing having proved successful, it was extended by 294 feet. 
Advantage was taken to raise the adjoining low lands and to provide 
for proper drainage. 

(5) The land lying in the western and eastern sides of the store 
godown, which was formerly insuAiciently protected by fencing, has 
i»een enclosed by a brick wall 7 feet high. 

(6) Katension of the pheasant enclosure. —To provide additional 
a(‘comiuodation for the increasing number of pheasants, the existing 
pheasant enclosure was extended to the west by 36 feet. 

(7) The terraced patlis over the two bridges of the Garden required 
constant attention to keep them in order, and it was decided to dismantle 
them and substitute artificial stone flooring which should prove nmre 
permanent. This has been done. 

Greater attention was pai<l to the general annual repairs to the 
buildings in the Garden, and repairs to iron and wood work were carried 
out as usual and painting to most of the houses was effected. 

Tlie grounds and gardens were maintained throughout the year in as 
good a condition as was possible. The grass lawns in front of (he 
refreshment pavilion and the band stand were dug up, raked and rolled 
and doob grass planted. 

The display of flowering annuals, specially the dahlias, was very 
successful and the Garden was awarded several prizes and certificates 
for exhibits at the flower shows held by the Agri-Horticultural Society 
of India. 

The financial condition of the Garden, notwithstanding tlie fall in 
tlie entrance receipts owing to present economic depression, may be con¬ 
sidered as satisfactory on the whole.

A large number of children under four years of dge and school 
children, attended by their teachers, were admitted free. 

In addition, 48,542 persons visited the Garden on free days. A 
detailed statement of the number of visitors and receipts appears in 
Appendix B. 

In consequence of the gradually diminishing gate receipts during 
the Fancy Fair days when the admission fee was one rupee per head, 
arrangements were made to keep the Garden, excluding the Fancy Fair, 
open to visitors who did not wish to visit the Fancy Fair, at the ordi¬ 
nary charge of one anna. The experiment proved successful and the 
turnstiles recorded 15,984 one-anna visitors while 6,071 people visited 
the Fancy Fair on 31st December 1931 and let January 1932. 

The thanks of the Committee are due to those ladies and gentlemen 
who have added to the zoological collection, a list of which is given in 
Appendix C. Thanks are also due to those who kindly offered to pre¬ 
sent animals to the Garden, but whose offers could notiba aoceptcui 
either because the particular species was already sufficiently well repre¬ 
sented or owing to want of accommodation. ' ' 
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The Committee aluo desire to express their thanks to the following

reptiles .consisting o4 187 specimens were sent to Ijondon Zoo during 
the year. 

• -A- veterinary dispensary was maintained throughout the year and 
cases consisting of 138 mammals, 107 birds and 2 reptiles were 
treated during the year under report. 
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The following ailments are particularly noticed among the collec¬ 
tion from time to time during the year nesides cases oi a general 
nature:— 

In April—Avion septicaemia amongst pheasants and ducks. 

In May—^Diarrhoea and dysentery amongst new Hoolooks. 

In June—The effect of moist heat wave was remarkable amongst 
imported birds and animals. 

From July 1931 to February 1932—Nothing remarkable except a 
. case of sore feet (thrush) in an Indian elephant in September 
and October 1931. 

March 1932 —A case of rabies in a tig»!r cub, aged about 6 months, 
was detected in the Garden. 


Thanks are <luc to the Principal, Bengal Veterinary College, Bel- 
gachia, for his kind help in several cases. 

A post-mortem examination was made nearly of every important 
animal that died during the .year and all canvasses have been as usual 
sent to the Calcutta School of Troi)ical Medicine through the Director, 
Zoological Survey of India, Indian Mmseum, for scientific purposes.

The Report on the Police Admini¬ 
stration of the Bengal Presidency 
for the year 1931. 

Mr. T. J. A. Craig, c.i.e., held the 
office of Inspector-General of Police 
throughout the year. 


2. Eastern Frontier Rifles. —The 

Eastern Frontier Rifles maintained 
their reputation as a unit reliable in any 
emergency, and the work of the detach¬ 
ments sent to Chittagong district was 
invaluable. The Governor in Council 
congratulates the battalion on its effi¬ 
ciency and devotion to duty in trying 
circumstances. It is gratifying to note 
Gane^^ ^good service of Subadar Major 
efi by the award 

the Order of the British Empire. 


3. Recruitment and Health of the 

Force. —The number of constables re¬ 
cruited was 2,159 against 1,899 in 1930, 
while the total number of vacancies at 
the end of the year was 56 against 146, 
206 and 377 in the three previous years. 
The only force of adaitional police 
under section 15 of the Police Act was 
one of 120 men quartered in certain 
areas in Chittagong district. The addi¬ 
tional police employed elsewhere at the 
commencement of the year were with¬ 
drawn, some on the expiry of the period 
for which they were sanctioned, others 
as a result of the Trwin-Gandhi agree¬ 
ment of 5th March. 

An important addition to the Range 
Reserves of armed police was made 
during the year in the shape of a tem¬ 
porary force of 945 constables with 
their complement of officers, in order to 
mwt the disturbed conditions which re¬ 
sulted from the civil disobedience move¬ 
ment. The additional force of 500 men 


mentioned in last year’s resolution w^as 
merged in this force. 

It is regrettable that the experiment 
of enrolling Namasudras in the armed 
branch has not so.far given satisfactory 
results, but it is being continued. 

Casualties showed a decrease under 
all heads and the percentage fell from 
7-6 in 1930 to 5 7 in the year under 
review, the lowest figure recorded since 
1912. His Excellency in Council notes 
with satisfaction that there was a mark¬ 
ed drop in the number of resignations 
and that there was again an increase in 
the number of constables of three years’ 
service and over, there being at the 
close of the year 15,969 such or nearly 
500 more than in the previous year. 

Admissions into hospitals increased 
from 13,244 in 1930 to 14,390 in the 
present year, pai^tly owing to extra 
work and extra strain, partly to men 
having to be kept for prolonged periocls 
in unhealthy places often in temporary 
and unsuitable quarters, and partly 
owing to indifferent housing conditions. 
It is regrettable that housing conditions 
cannot be improved at present, owing 
to financial stringency. 

4. Discipline. —His Excellency in 
Council notes with pleasure that, in 
spite of the extra duties imposed on the 
force during the year, its discipline was 
maintained at a high standard. There 
was a marked decrease in the number of 

and men judicially punished as 
well as m tiii. «lealt with de- 

partmentally. The number of com¬ 
plaints instituted against the police by 
jinvate individuals fell from 368 in the 
previous year to 253, apd only 18 cases 
ended in conviction. 

5. Criino statistics. —There was a 
decrease in the number of cognisable 
and true cases, but the number of serious 
offences against persons and property 
showed an increase of 1,156. There 
were 1,212 cases of rioting against 1,608 
last year, but the number of cases of 
murder, robbery and dacoity increased. 

1 his increase in serious crimes is attri¬ 
buted to the distress resulting from 
trade depression and to the civil dis¬ 
obedience and other movements which 
created a spirit of lawlessness among 
the people. 

Thefts pf arms remained at a high 
figure and showed a slight increase over 
last year s figure, the largest number 
being reported from MymensingL

1. (/) These regulations may be called the Indian Oil Mines Regula¬

(2) Tliey sliall apply to every oil mine not being on oil mine to which 
their application is excluded by speiual regulations under the Act for the 
time being in force. 

2. Ill these regulations, unless tliere is anything repugnant in the 
subject or context— 

(a) “file Act” means the Indian Mines Act, 1923; 

(b) “Ihe District Magistrate”, in relation to any mine, means tlie 

District Magistrate of the District in which the mine is 
situated: 

Provided thot in the case of a mine which is situated portly in one 
district and jiartly in another, the District Magistrate for the purpose of 
these regulations shall be the District Magistrate authorised in this behalf 
by the Ix>cal Government; 

(c) “the Warden”, in relation to any mine in Burma, means the 

officer appointed to be Warden under the Burma Oil-fields 
Act, 1918, and includes an Assistant Warden; 

(d) “Form” means a form as set out in the schedule; 

(<5) “Schedule” means the Schedule to these regulations.

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CHAPTER I. 


Returns, Notices and Records. 

4. (i) On or before the 2l8t day of January in each year the owner, 

af^fent or manager of every mine shall forward to tlie District Magistrate, 
and to tlie Chief InB])ector and to the Warden annual returns in respect of 
the preceding year in the following forms: — 

I, IT, Til, TV, V, VI and VII. 

(2) If any mine is abandoned or (lie a'orkiiig of any mine has been 
discontinued over a period exceeding three months, or if a cliaiige o<!curs 
in the ownership of any mine, the retnrns required liy sub-regulation (/) 
sliall be submitted, within one month from the date of abandoiiiiient or 
change of ownership or witliin fo\ir months from the date of disconti¬ 
nuance : 

Provided that the Chief Inspector may by order in writing extend 
the period fur the submission of sucii returns up to any date not later 
than the twenty-first day of January in tlie y«ir following that to which 
they relate: 

Provided further that nothing in this sub-regulation shall be deemed 
to authorise the submission of any retnrns later than the twenty-first, day 
of January in the year following tliat to which it relates. 

6. The notice required by section 14 of the Act shall he furnished 
in tri])licate and shall specify the name and situation of the mine, the 
names and addresses of the owner and the manager, and, in the case of a 
new mine, the date on which it w’as opened. The District Magistrate 
shall, on receipt of tlie notice, forward one <‘opy thereof to the Chief 
Inspector and one copy to the Warden. 

6. When a mine has heen ulmndoned, or the w»»rking thereof has been 
discontinued over a period exceeding two months, the owner of the mine 
shall, within seven days attar the aliandonment or within seven days after 
expiry of the said period, as the case may be, send to the Chief Inspector 
and to the Warden notice in writing specifying the name and situation 
of the mine, the name and address of the owner, and the date and (■ause 
of the ahaiidonment or discontinuance. 

7. When a mine is reopened after ahaiulonment or discontinuance, 
the owner, agent or manager shall, within .seven days after the date «)f 
there-opening, .send to the District Magistrate m>tice in writing in tripli¬ 
cate, specifying the name and situation of the mine, the names and 
addresses of the owner and the muuager, and the date of the re-opening. 
The District Magistrate shall, on receijjt of the notice, forward one copy 
thereof to the Chief Inspector and one copy to the Warden. 

8. When a change occurs in the name of, or in the ownership of a 
mine, notice in writing of the change and of the date thereof shall he 
sent by the owner, agent or manager to the (’hief Inspector and the 
Warden within seven daj’s from the date of the change. 

9. When any new appointment is made of an agent or manager of 
a mine, or any change of address of any agent or manager occurs, notice 
of the appointment or change and of the date thereof shall be .sent by the 
owner, agent or manager to the Chief Inspectt)r and the Warden within 
seven days from the date of the appointment or change. 

10. When the ownership of a mine is transferred, the previous owner 
or his agent or manager shall make over to the new owner .ill i)lnus, 
books and other records required to be kept under the At't, and all corre.s- 
pondence relevant to the working of the mine with the Department of 
Mines and other Government departments. 

II. If the owner, agent or manager of any mine intends to conduct 
or extend any mining operations under his control at or to any point 
within fifty yards of aiiy railway subject to the provisions of the Indian 
I^ilways Act, 1890, or of any i)ublic work in respect of which this regula¬ 
tion is applicable by reason of any general oi sj)ecial order of the liocal 
Government under clause (u) of section 29 of the Act, he shall, not less 
than sixty days before commencing such operations, give notice of his 
intention to the Chief Inspector and the Worden, and also, in the case 
of a railway, to the Railway Admini.stration concerned or, in the <*se 
01 any such public work as aforesaid, to su(|h authority as the Local Gov¬ 
ernment moy by general or special order direct. 
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12. If the operations in respect of which notice is given under regula¬ 
tion 11 are not commenced within 12 months from the expiry of the 
period of sixty days therein referred to, the notice shall be held to have 
lapsed and the provisions of that regulation shall apply as if no such 
notice had been given. 

18. Tlie notice to be given under regulation 11 shall specify the 
position of the workings of the mine in relation to the railway or publit; 
work in (question, the manner in which it is proposed to carry out the 
intended new opemtions, and the limits to which it is proposeu to carry 
tlie said opeiatiuns, and sliall include a plan showing the existing and 
the intended mining operations in so far as they affect the railway or 
public work in question. 

14. When any accident occurs in or about a mine causing loss of 
life, or serious bodily injury, or when an accidental explosion, ignition, 
outbreak of fire or irruption of water or other dangerous occurrence 
occurs in or about a mine, the owner, agent or manager of the mine shall 
forthwith inform the Inspector and tbe Warden by telephone or telegraph 
and shall also, within twenty-four hours of the occurrence of such 
accident, explosion, ignition, outbreak, irruption or other dangerous 
occurrence send notice thereof in Form VIII to the District Magistrate 
or to the Subdivisional Magistrate, and also to the Chief Inspector and 
the Warden. 

15. If death results from any injury already reported as serious 
under llegulation 14, the owner, agent or manager of the mine, shall 
within twenty-four hours of his being informed of the death, send notice 
thereof to the District Magistrate or to the Subdivisional Magistrate, and 
also to the Chief Inspector and the W'arden. 


CHAPTER II. 

PtANS. 

10. The owner, agent or manager of every mine shall keep in the 
office at the mine on acicurate plan anil section or sections, properly inked 
in on durable paper, of the workings oi the mine on a scale of not less 
than 100 feet to 1 inch, showing the working up to a date not more than 
six months previously. The name of the mine and of its owner and the 
scale shall he shown on the plan and sections and the magnetic meridian 
with date shall he shown on the plan. The plans and sections shall also 
show all shafts, drives, crosscuts, winr.es, rises, excavations, and any 
tunnels and passages connected therewith. They shall also show the 
boundaries of the underground leasehold, where possible, and all import¬ 
ant surface features within the boundaries, such as railways, roads, rivers, 
streams and reservoirs which overlie any part of the workings or any 
point within 600 feet of any part of the mine workings, also the general 
strike and thickness of the oil, gas and water sands with their dips at 
different points, and the known dislocations of the strata. 

17. The owner, agent or manager of every mine shall, at any time on 
the request of the Chief Inspector or of any Inspector, produce to him at 
the office at the mine such pmns and sections, and also, on the like request, 
mark on such plans and sections the then state of the workings of the 
mine; and the Chief Inspector or Inspector sholl be entitled to examine 
the plans and the sections, and for official purposes to make or iiuve a 
copy made of ony part thereof respectively. 

18. Where any mine or any considerable part of a mine is abandoned, 
or the working thereof has been discontinued over a period exceeding one 
year, the person who was the owner of the mine at the time of the 
abandonment or discontinuance shall, within three months after tlie aban¬ 
donment or within fifteen months after the discontinuance of working, as 
the (iase may he, send to the Chief Inspector and to the Warden accurate 
plans and sections of tlie workings of the mine up to the time of the 
abandonment or discontinuance or a true and accurate copy of the same: 

Provided that if a change of ownership octc.urs after the abandonment 
or discontinuance and before the expiry of the three months or the 
fifteen months aforesaid, as the case may he, such plans and sections shall 
be sent forthwith.

19. After the expiry of ten years from the dateaof abandonment or 
discontinuance of working in any mine or in any considerable part of a 
mine, or, where the consent of the owner of the mine for the time beirig 
has been obtained, nrior to the exoirv of the said neriod. the Chief 
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Inspector or the Warden inay, on suc.li conditions us lie thinks fit lo 
impose, permit any person haviiipr interest in tiie said mine or part of tiie 
mine to inspec,fc the plan or section of such mine or part of the mine sent 
to him in accordance with the previsions of llcfrulation 18, and he may 
further, on such conditions as he thinks fit to iui])ose, supply to any 
such person copies of the like plan or section. 


CHAPTER HI. 

M.\NA<iKMKNT, 

20. For every mine a hook, to he called the Inspection Rook, shall he 
kept in whic-h liisjiectors may record their oh.servations. The owner, 
af^ent or manager sliall write c»r cause to lie written at the coniiiienceuieiit 
of the !)ook : — 

(o.) the name of the mine, 

{h) tlie name and address of the owner of the mine and of the 
affent, if any, 

(r) the name and address of the nianufrei of the mine. 

21. The owner or af'ent of every mine shall appoint a competent 
jiersou of not less tlian 25 years of afte to lie manager of the mine. If 
any (jiiestion arises whetlier any person so up])<)inted is competent to 
perform the duties of manager, the decision of the Chief Inspec tor shall 
he final. 

22. One person may he appointed manatter of mure mines than one, 
jirovided that the size of siudi mines and the distance helween them is not 
so jrreat as to pr«*clude tlie proper and thoroiiffh performance hy such 
mann<;er of his duties in respect of each such mine. The decision of tlie 
(^liief Inspector shall he final on any (juestion arisiiift out of this rettula- 
tinn. 

2d. Personal supervi.sion shall he exerc ised hy the, Manufrer. Where 
liy reason of ubsenc-e or for any other reason he is unahle to perform tlic‘ 
duties reciuired of liim hy tlie Act, refrulations, rule.s and hye-laws, the 
ciwncM', Client nr munaj^er shall authorise in writing a person, w'hom he 
considers c ompetent, to act as manager of the mine. 

24. The manager of every mine shall appoint in writiiif? suc h numher . 
of coniiietent jiersoiis as will he suftic-ient to seemre a thorouf'h supervision 
of all the operations in the mine and the enforcement of the reejuirements 
of the Ac-t and of the reffulations, rules and hye-laws made thereunder. 
He shall assiffii to every such person his partic ular duties, shall on his 
ap[)ointment make over to him a c*opy of the ie>julntions, rules and hye- 
laws which aft'ec't him and shall take all possible stc'ps to ensure that every 
sucdi person understands, carries out and enforces the provisions therein 
contained. Copies of all apiiointiiients made hy the manaffer shall be 
kept in the offic*e at the mine. 

25. No person shall he appointed to carry out the inspection reciuired 
hy Ileitulation 48 unless he has attained the afte of 21 years and has had 
sufficient practical experience of the workinff of mines and is competent 
to cletec-t the presenc;e of jtas. If any cpiestion arises whether the person 
so appointed is c’ompetent to carry out the duties reciuired of him, the 
decision of the (7hief Inspector shall he final. 

CHAPTER IV. 

SlIAJTS .AND OOTLKTS. 

2C. Whore any part of a mine is so situated that there is any danjrer 
whatever of an irruption of water into the mine, adequate protection 
Ufjainst such an irruption shall he provided and maintained. 

27. (/) At every mine where more than twenty persons are employed 

underii;ruund, or where iii the opinion of the (!hief Inspec-tor it is nec-es- 
aary, there shall heat least two shafts or outlets, not nearer to one another 
than 100 feet, afforclinir separate means of in<rress and ef^ress available 
to all the persons employed in the mine. 

{2) Proper arrani^enlents shall ho made for persons to de.sc-end to, and 
ascend from, the mine at eac-h of such shafts or outlets. If apimratus is 
neuessary, it shall he kept on the works helonfjfinK to the mine and shall 
be constantly available for use. 
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(3) Tlie foregoing proviBiotm of this refnilatioa with respect to sfaaftti 
aiid outleta shall not apply— 

(/) while a shaft is bein^^ sunk or an outlet is being made; 

(ii) to any workings for the sole purpose of making a communication 
between two or more shafts or outlets, provided that not 
more than twenty persons ore employed in making such com¬ 
munication. 

CHAPTER V. 

Tiiansport of Pkusoms or Matkrials. 

28. At every sliaft or incline where persons or materials are lowered 
or raised by means of machinery the following provisions shall hove effect, 
namely; — 

(a) A single linked cliain shall not be used for lowering or raising 
persons in any working shaft or plane, except for the short 
coupling chain attached to a <»ge, skip, wagon or bucket. 

(h) Ropes used in raising and lowering persons and all cappings 
or sockets and shackles shall be of the best materials and kept 
in good (umdition. The working load shall at no time be 
more than one-.sixtb of the breaking load of the rope. A 
similar spare rope shall always be kept in reserve at mines 
where there is only one liolsting shaft. 

(c) 'i’here shall be attached to every machine worked by mechanical 
power, and used for raising and lowering persons, one or more 
brakes of sufficient power by themselves to hold the cage, 
skip, wagon or bm^ket, wlien loaded, at any point in tiie shaft, 
and a jiroper indicator (in addition to any mark »)n tlie rope) 
showing to the person who works the machine the position 
of the nige, skip, wagon or bucket in the shaft; and if the 
drum is not on the crank shaft, there sliall be an adequate 
brake on the drum shaft: 

Provided that in the case of a shaft or winze not e.vceeding KM) 
feet in depth or a shaft or winze in course of sinking so much 
of this (danse as recpiires an indicator slmll not apply. 

(</) Every apiiaratus on or in which persons ride in a working sliaft 
sliall be provided with a sufficient cover overhead, except— 

(/) in that portion of a shaft which is being extended l>y sinking, 
or 

(//) where persons are employed at work in a shaft. 

(c) Every working shaft used for the purpo.se of drawing riinerals 
or for lowering or raising persons shall, if exceeding IbO feet 
in depth, be provided witli projier means of communicating 
distinct and definite signals from the bottom of the shaft, 
and from every entrance for the time being in use between 
tho surface and thiy liottoni of the shoft, to the surface, ami 
from the surface to the bottom of the shaft and to every 
entrance for the time being in use between the surface and 
the bottom of the shaft. There shall also be proper means of 
transmitting distinct and definite signals from the top of 
every winding shaft to the winding engine. All signals shall 
be transmitted bv mechanical or electrical means: 

Provided that if electrical means are used electriral apparatus 
shall be of a type approved by the Chief Insp(>.ctor. 

(/) (t) The first three or principal signals shall be: — 

One rap or bell .. RAISE when engine at rest. 

One rap or bell .. STOP when engine in motion. 

Two raps or bolls .. LOWER. 

Three raps or bells .. MEN ready to ascend or descend. 

Throe raps or bells .. IN REPLY. Men may enter the cage or 

other conveyance. 

Provided that an alternative code may be used where the w: itten 
permission of the Chief Inspector has been obtained. 

(ii) Any other signals shall be in addition to, and shall not interfere 
with the foregoing. * 

(Hi) A printed copy of the code of shaft signals shall be posted 
at the shoit top and at every inset, and also ac the winciing 
engine. 
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(ig) Every working ehaft used for lowering or misiiig ])ersons by 
machinery, other than machinery operated by hand labour, 
shall, if it exceeds 160 feet in depth, be provided with guides 
to within not less than 100 feet from the bottom of the shaft. 

(A.) Adequate stationary lights shall be j)rovide<l and u.sed during 
working hours: — 

(i) at all places where persons have to work underground in the 
immediate vicinity of shafts, 

{2) after dark at the tops of all working shafts and at all wind¬ 
ing engines used for raising and lowering persons. 

(*') There shall be on the drum of every machine used for lowering 
or raising persons such flanges, horns or other appliances as 
may be sufficient to prevent the rope from slipping. The 
rope shall be securely fastened to the drum, and there shall 
be at least two turns of the rope on the drum when the cage, 
skip, bucket or box is at the bottom of the shaft. 

{j) Every cage shall be provided with catches or some other suitable 
contrivance to prevent tubs from falling out, and shall, if 
used for lowering or raising persons, be covered in completely 
at the top and closed in at the two sides in a manner sufficient 
to prevent persons or things from j)rojecting beyond the 
sides, and shall be provided with suitable gates or other rigid 
fences and with a rigid hand bar fixed in a position where it 
(an be easily reached by all persons in the cage. 

(A) The manager, or a competent person or persons appointed by 
the manager for the purpose shall, once at least in every 24 
hours, examine the state of the external parts of the machinery 
and of the head gear, ropes, chains, cages, guides, and con¬ 
ductors in the shafts and other .similar appliances of tlie mine 
which are in actual use, both underground and above ground, 
and if more than twentjr persons are emploj'ed in the mine 
simultaneou.sly, shall without delay write or cause to be 
written a full and accurate report of the result of such 
examination. Every such report shall be recorded in a ]>aged 
book to be kept at the mine for the purpose, and shall be 
signed and dated by the person who made the examination. 


29. No person shall get on or off a cage, skip, tub or bucket u.sed fo/ 
lowering or raising persons after the same has been set in motion, or leave 
it until it lias reached the appointed stopping place; nor shall any person 
ride on the top or edge of any cage, skip, bucket or box except when 
engaged upon work in the shaH. 

30. No person, when ascending or descending a shaft, shall take with 
him any tools or other bulky materials, save when engaged in repairing 
the shaft or when otherwise specially authorised by the manager: 

Provided that, in the case of foots only, the manager may, by genenil 
order, permit the same to be carried. 

31. No persons shall ride in a shaft on, or against, u loaded cage, 
skip, bucket or box. 

32. Every person, when at or about the top or the bottom of a shaft, 
shall obey the orders and directions of the shaft attendants on duty at the 
time. 

33. Every windlass, whim or whip in use at a shaft or winsse shall 
be provided with a stopper, lynch peg or other reliable holder. 

34. The bucket, skip or any wagon in the cage shall not be filled up 
to such a height that any of the contents (‘an fall out, and the bottom of 
the cage shall be kept clean. 

36. When tools, wood, etc., with ends projecting over the t(jp of the 
cage, skip or bucket are being lowered or hoisted, the pi-ojecting ends 
shall be securely fastened to the rope or bow. 

36. Not more than such number of persons as may be authorised by 
the manager shall be allowed to ride in the same cage, tub, skip or bucket 
at one time and a notice specifying the authorised number shall be posted 
at the top of every shaft and at every inset in a .shaft. 

37. When the winding apparatus is not provided with some automatic 
contrivance to prevent overwinding, a point shall be fixed and marked 
on the indicator in such a way as to show when the cage or other convey¬ 
ance is within a distance of twice the circumference of the drum from the 
completion of the wind; and when such cage or conveyance has reached 
such distance it shall not, if either it or the descending cage contains 
persons, be raised for the remaining distance at a speed exceeding three 
miles per hour. 
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as. Ill Mimftd flxcoediiiK 30U feet in depth, where persons are raised 
or lowered by niachinery, suitable devices shall be fitted if, in the opinion 
of the t’hief Tnspetitor, such are retpiired to provide against the over¬ 
winding of cages, skijis or other (;onveyan(‘e or to safeguard persons liable 
to be injured in the case of an overwind. 

d9. At the top of every incline on which the haulage, not being end¬ 
less rope or endless chain haulage, is worked by mechanical power or 
gravity tlierc shall he stop-blocks or other similar contrivances to prevent 
wagons from running away. Additional stop-blocks or runaway switches, 
or some other appliance for arresting or diverting the descent of wagons 
in the event of a runaway, shall be fixed below the first stop-blocks at a 
greater distance than the length of a train of wagons. There shall also 
he provided and uttaidied behind the ascending wagon or train of wagons 
a backstay, drag or other suitable contrivance for preventing tlie wagon 
or wagons from running back. 

40. Where wagons are moved by hand no person shall permit a wagon 
to run uncontrolled, and, if sprags are nei^essary, a sufficient number 
shall he provided by the manager. 

41. No persoti shall ride upon any tub, truck or wagon either under¬ 
ground or above ground without the permission of the manager. 

rilAPTEH VI. 


Mine Workino.s. 

42. No oj)eration shall, without the consent in writing of the Local 
Government, be carried out within a distance of 100 feet of the boundary 
of the area held under mining lease from the Secretary of State and 
worked in accordance with these regulations, and if any doubt arises as 
to the position of the said boundary the liocal Government may ])rohibit 
the person working the mine from carrying on operations within a speci¬ 
fied portion of the area held by him until such doubt has been removed by 
the decision of a competent authority. 

4d. The sides ami roofs of all shafts, galleries, roads and working 
places shall be made and kept secure.

4(1. The lining of every shaft and of every excavation which pene¬ 
trates more than one sand whether such sand contains oil, gas or water 
or not shall be backed with cement or treated in some other way so that 
the percolation or migration of fluids or gas through or behind the lining 
is effectually and permanently prevented. 

47. No winze or other working shall be made below the level of the 
floor of the lowest gallery in the mine until such precautions for the 
prevention of the collection of gas and the safety of the workers employed 
therein as the Inspector may prescribe have been taken. 

48. A competent person or persons appointed for the purpose by the 
manager shall within such time, not exceeding two hours before the 
commencement of work in a shift, inspect every part of the mine and 
shall ascertain the condition thereof so far ns the presence of gas, 
ventilation, roof and sides and general sofety are concerned. The result 
of every such inspection shall be recorded in a book kept at the mine 
for the purpose. 

49. A like inspection shall be made at least twice in the course of 
each shift, and at least once in every five hours during which the shift 
continues, of all part* of the mine, but it shall not be necessary to record 
the result of su(!h inspections in a book unless the last inspection in a 
shift is the inspection required to be made under Hegulation 48. 

60. Every report shall be made by the persop inspecting, either 
when underground or immediately on his return to the surface, and 
shall be a full and accurate report of the inspection, sbecifying whether 
or not, and where, if anywhere, noxious or inflammable gas was founds 
and whether or not any and, if any, what defects in roof or sides and 
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other 8ouri:(iH of danger were observed. Tlie report shall be si>ned by 
the person who made the inspeotjon and shall stale the date and time of 
the inspection and tlie date and time when the re|)ort was written. 

61. No workman shall enter or be permitted to (Miter the mine until 
every part of tlie mine has been exumiiKMl in the manner prescribed in 
Itepulation 48. 

.62. Every iilaee where w'ork i.s carried on or where men are stationed 
or pass shall be jilaeed under tln^ eharo;(‘ of a competent person up])ointed 
by the manager or tindorgroiind manager. 

5.‘1. If any jiarl of a mine is found to be un.safe, all jiersons shall be 
withdmwn immediately from the dangerous area and all access to such 
jilaee, except for the juirjio.se of removing the danger or saving life, shall 
lie prevented by securely fencing the full width of all entrances to the 
jiluce. 

64. No person shall work in any iibu-o oilier than a iilai^e in which 
he has been ordered to work by an (dlicial (d' (he mine or by any person 
in whoso charge he has been placed by an otlieial of the mine.

67. A( least ouc(‘ in every w(*<dv the (jnantity of air in the main air 
currents and sjdits shall In* measured, and at least once in every twenty- 
four hours a sampb* (d' (h<> air iu the main return airways shall be takini 
and analvsed, and records of the same shall be maintained in a book to 
be kejit at (he mine. 

68. No lainji <dhei than an electric safety lamp apjiroved by the 
Chief Tnsjiector for use in oil mines shall be used in a mine. 

69. Klectric lainjis connectml to a lighting or power circuit shall not 
be used underground in (he return airway or at any jioint more (luin 200 
feet from the bottom of (he downcast shaft. If it is the intention to 
rt'verse the direction <d' the air current, the sujijily of electric current to • 
siudi lamps shall first b(> cut off. and (he same shall be done in the event 
of a failure of (he air ciiirent. 

fit). All safely lamjjs shall be kcjit in a lamjj room and shall be in 
charge of a lami)-man authorised in writing for the junjuise by the 
manager. 

(51. All safety iamjjs in ordinary use shall be numbered and such 
record shall be kept of the i)ersons to whom the lamj)S are i.ssued that 
the user of any particular ]aT\ip can at aJiy time be identified from the 
record. 

f)2. The lam])-man shall exaniim* and lock .securely all safety lainjis 
before they art* taken into the working for u.se. and such lanijis shall not 
be used until they have been so e.xamined and found to bo in ssife workijig 
order and securely locked. 

03. The banksman or other eoinjietent ])erson apjjointed by the. 
manager for the jnirpose shall examine every safety lanij> at the .surface 
immediately before it is taken underground for use and shall ns.sure 
himself as far as jiractieable from (>xternal ob.servation that each lamj) 
is in .safe working order and securely locked. 

(54. No .safety lamp shall be unlocked underground, and unlocking 
on the surface shall only be done at the lami)-room.

68. No peison shall wilfully dama^'e, or improperly use, or by 
improper means extinguish, auy safety lamp, and no one except a person 
duly authorised by the manager in t)ial helialf shall unlock or open or 
attempt to unlock or open any safely lamp. 

69. In any underground part of the mine w'here adetiuate stationary 
liglils are not in use, every person shall carry u light. 

CHAPTER VIII. 

PlIKC’AUTIONS T(» VKKVKN’T EllIK AJJll ExlU.OSlONS. 

70. Except with the jiermission of tlie Cliief Inspector and under 
such conditions as lie may think fit no explosives sliall be used in or about 
a mine. 

71. For i)owcr purjioses electricity shall not be used underground 
except with Ihe consent of Ihe Chief Inspector and under such conditions 
as lie may approve. 

72. Air from air compressing plant shall be cleaned and freed from 
oil fumes before being used underground. 

73. («) An area on tlie surfai e round tlic top of each sliaft or entrance 
to a mine shall be secuil'ly fenced so as to ])revent tlie ingress of any 
jicrsons except tlirough gates. The fence shall not be placed nearer than 
IbO feet from (he shaft or entrance. 

(h) Areas on the surface used for lUe purpose of tluniping sand con¬ 
taining oil sliall be securely fenced so as to prevent the ingress of any 
jierson except through gates. 

(r) Such areas shall be known as danger ari'as, and notices to this 
effect shall be disiilayed around each such area. 

74. (a) No person shall enter any danger area without the permission 
of the manager. 

(h) Within any danger area— 

(t) no person shall have in his possession any match, .smoking 
apparatus or means for striking a light; 

((i) no person shall light or cause or )»ermit to be lighted oi' usml 
any fire or naked light; 

(Hi) no inflammable material shall be stoied: 

Notk.— 'Nothing in this sub-regulation shall preclude the dum[)ing of 
sand containing oil in u danger area separate from a danger area surround¬ 
ing a shaft. 

(iv) except, for the. materials used in the construction of a temporary 
sinking derrick, no inflammable material shall be used in any 
building or other constimi'tion ; 

(r) all electric transmis.siou lines shall b(> armoured or encased in 
pipes; 

(ri) all electric motors shall be flame-proof. 

75. The bottom of eve?'y sfiaft shall be kept free from accumulation 
of oil or gos. 

76. All oil i)ipes whether below or above, the surface shall be 
inspected daily and constantly nuiiiitained in an oil-tight, condition. 

77. Oil collected or released in the process of mining or by bxvkago 
from any' pipe line shall be continuously <'ollected and removed to the 
surface in receptacle with oil-tight and gas-tightcovers or by i)umpiug 
through pipe lines. 

78. Main oil reservoirs shall be situated not le.ss than 151) feet from 
any working shaft and not less than 30 feet front any travelling road or 
airway, and sluill be shut off so as to prevent danger from fire. 

79. Reasonable provision shall be made to prevent an outbreak of fire 

in the mine or the spread of fire. Fire extinguishers shall bo provided 
atid placed at important points in the mine. Fire extinguishers shall be 
tested and examined at intervals not exceeding one month. When in the 
opinion of an Inspector the provisions niaile for the above inirpo.se are 
inadequate, he may require such additional provision as he shall s])ecify 
to be made. '^'^.^1 

80. The owner shall maintain such specially trained safety staff and 
equipment as may from time to time be prescribed by the Chief Inspector. 

81. Plans and specification showing the lay-out and dimensions of all 
oil and gas pipe lines and plant shall be submitted ^o the (thief Inspector, 
and the work of construction sliall not be commenced until his sanction 
has been obtained. 
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CHAPTEUIX. 

Mi.S(;f.i-i.ankous. 

82. (i) Every flywheel and all exposed and daiifrerous ]Kijts of the 
matdiinery used in and ahoul a mine shall I)e kept securely fenced. 

(2) Efficient {guards shall he provided for such ])arts of any niachinei'y 
and any electriwil conducfors ns may he a source of dano-cr. 

83. Adhere if. is necessary to prevent danffer to the, jmhlic; every lank 
or reservoir sliall he securely fenced. • 

84. If any i)erson, when in charge of any iiiachinery, ap])uj'utus or 
appliance, used in or uhout a mine, oliserves any defect or ilaiifrerous flaw 
tlierein, he, sliall ininiediately report the fact to the manager, eiioijie- 
wrif>'ht or other resjionsihle official. 

85. Every person shall strictly coiiijily with all lawful orders issued 
l)y the nianafrer or such other official as may he eiuiiowered liy the 
inanaKvi’ to issue the stnue. 

8(5. No person occupyiiif»' any position of trust in or aliout a mine 
shall depute another person to do liis work without the sanction of the, 
official to whom he is subordinate; and no such per.son shall ah.'.ent himself 
without, haviiif' previously obtained jierini.ssion from such odicial for the 
term of lii.s absence or without having been relieved by a competent person. 

87. No person shall nefflifrently or wilfully do anytliiu}r likely to 
endanjrer life or limb in the mine, or neolijrently or wilfully omit to do 
anythiiijr necessary for the safety of the miu4‘ or the persons em[)loyi'd 
therein. 

88. No person shall damaffp, destroy or improperly interfei'e with 
anylhinp provided for or used in the workiuo' of the mine. 

89. No person shall remove or pass through any fence, or remove or 
l>ass any daufrer-si^rnal unless so sj»ecially aulhoris(>d b.\ the mauafrei’ or 
an ollicial empowered by the manafi'er in that behalf. 

90. No person shall sleep underground. 

91. If any per.sr)n reejuired by these refyulutions or by any rule or byi'- 
law made under the Act to make any report is tinable to writi*. he shall be 
present- when his report is written for him. and shall hav(> it read ovo]' to 
him, and shall attach his thumb mark to it. The ])er.sou writinjr the 
report shall also sifjn his name at the end tofrether with a statement that it 
has been read over to the person for whom it was written. 

92. The (’hief Inspector may, at bis discretion, ami under sueb 
conditions ns he may think fit, f^rant exemption from any ol (be foreyoiny; 
rpf'ulations.

Short title. 1. This Act may bo called the Bengal Village Self- 

Government (Amendment) Act, 1932. 

Insertion of now 2. After Section 91 of the Bengal Village Sclf-Govem- 
Boeiion (llA in ment Act, 1919, the following section shall be inserted, 

IfllT* ^ namely:— 

'‘91 A. An application for execution of a decree of a union 
court made after the expiry of three years 

^xocution'of”^ decree or of any order 

deew or order, 'mder section 88 modifying any such decree, 
shall be dismissed, although limitation has 
not been pleaded ; 

Provided that, where the application is made for execu¬ 
tion of a decree or order to enforce payment of a sum of 
money or delivery of any movable property which the decree 
or order directs to be m^c at a certain date, the application 
may be made within three years from that date.” 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

There is no provision in the Bengal Village Self-Government Act, 1919, specifying a 
period of limitation for entertainment of any application for execution of a decree pas^ 
by a union court. It is considered that a period of limitation of three years is suitable in 
view of the fact that union courts were established in order to provide a cheap and speedy 
remedy in petty suits. Although in the rules framed under section 101(2) of the Act, a period 
of limitation of three years is provided. Government are advised that the rule is ultra vires 
and that it is necessary to amend the Act in order to put the matter on a satisfactory basis. 
It is, therefore, proposed to provide for this matter by a new section in the exit ting Act.

Simla, the 30th Auffust 1932. 

—In their Resolution No. 
dated the 2r)th July 1932, the 
Government of India anuouiuted that tliey had 
leceived an application from the ruttoii textile 
iiidustry requesting the Governor-General in 
pOuueil, in ^le exercise of his powers under 
' ection 3 (6) of the Indian Tariff Act, to 


increa.se the duty leviable on cotton piece- 
goods not of Britisli manufacture under item 
158 in Part VTl of tiie Import Tariff.- It was 
further announceil (hat the Government of 
India had decided to cause an immediate 
enquiry into the matter to be made by the 
Indian Tariff Board with tlie following terms 
of reference: — 

To report whetlier cotton piece-goods not of 
British manufai-ture are being imported into 
British India at sm li a price as is likely to 
render ineffective the protection intended to 
be afforded by tlie duty imposed on such 
articles under Part VII of tlie Second Schedule 
of the Indian Tariff' Act, 1894, by the Cotton 
Te.xtile Industry (Protection) Act, 1930, to 
similar articles manufactured in India; and, 
if S-.1, to i-oiisider— 

(rt) to what extent, if any, the duty on 
cotton ])iece-goods not of British 
manufacture should be increased and 
whether in respect of all cotton piece- 
goods not of British manufacture or 
in respect of cotton piece-goods, plain 
grey, only or of cotton piece-goods, 
others, only; 

(/») wliether tlie duty slioiild be im-reased 
generally, or in respect of such 
articles wlien imported from or 
manufactured in any country or 
countries spei-ified; and 

(c) for what period any additional pro¬ 
tection found to be required should 
be given; 

and to make recommendations. 
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2. The Tariff Braird, after a consideration 
of all the canses which have helped to depress 
tlie prices of cotton piece-f'rwrds imported into 
India since the passiii^j; of the Cotton Textile 
Industry (Protection) Act of 1930, decided that 
the only factors which it was possible to take 
into consideration for the purpose of the 
emer*feiit enquiry were depreciation in the 
exciianf'e value of foreij'n currencies and the 
fall which had taken place in the price of 
raw cotton. The Board has found that the 
only country, of those wliich send cotton piece- 
^foods to India, wliose currency has depreciated 
in relation to Indian currency, as compared 
witli the rates prevailinfj wlien protection was 
•jranted to the Indian industry, is Jaiiau, and, 
after tracing the course of the rupee-yen ex- 
clmnge and of tlie prices at wliicli cotton 
])iece-goods have been and are being imported 
into India from .lapaii, the Board lias reached 
the conclusion that the dominating factor in 
the decline in prices of tliese imports has been 
the depreciation in tlie value of the 3-011 in 
relation to the rupee. This conclusion is, in 
the Board’s view, supiiorted by I he" fact that 
since last June a (li,stinct upward movement 
in the price of raw cotton has taken plaie. 
wliile the extent to which the jirccipitate fall 
ill the value of the .ven has assisbal the imports 
of cotton piece-goods into India is illustrated 
bv the ver 3 ' largo increase in the volume of 
such imports from Jaiian which took place 
during the month of June, those imports 
representing contracts made since February 
last, when the fall in the value ot the yen 
below parity began. Figures obtained by the 
Board from the Calcutta Custom House and 
from leading importers at Calcutta indicated a 
further considerable drop in the juices (juoted 
forward for Japanese cotton jiiece-goods. lii 
arriving at the conclusions set out in its 
Report the Board has given full and careful 
consideration to the representations made bv 
the Jajiaii Colton Spinners and the Jajianese 
(’olton Piece-good.s and Yarn Importers Asso¬ 
ciations and has made it clear that, wliile the 
etfect of a dejireciated exchange ujioii the 
prices of exported goods is of a temjiorary 
nature, it is capable, while it lasts, of inflict¬ 
ing .serious injury on a manufacturing industri- 
in the countiy of Import. The Report further 
explains that in order to e.stablish a case justi- 
f.ving the use of the jmwers conferred on the 
(lOvernor-General in fkiuncil bv Section 3 (5) 
of the Tariff Act it is unnecessai^- to show 
that goods are being imported at jirices lower 
than the cost of production or than the internal 
sale prices in the exporting country, but only 
that the current price.s of imported goods are 
lower than those on which the scheme of pro¬ 
tection for the local industry has been based. 

3. The object of the Cotton Textile 
Industry (Protection) Act of 1930 w'as, as the 
Report indicates, not to give substantive pro¬ 
tection to the Indian industry but to preserve 
the industry, or an important section of it, 
until the (jiiestion of substantive protection 
had been considered and decided, a question 
into which the Tariff Board is now conduct¬ 
ing an enquiry in accordance with the direc¬ 
tion made to it in April last by the Govern- 
nient of India, and its pre.scnt finding is 
strictl 3 ' confined to the question whether the 
protection intended to be afforded until the 


31st March 1933 is likel 3 - to be rendered in¬ 
effective. The Board has found that for the 
purpose as stated above the grant of addi¬ 
tional protection to the Indian cotton textile 
industiy has become ininicdiutel.v necessary, 
and, working from the Ixvsis of jirices current 
in March 1930 and of tlie rate of duty thou 
fixed by the Act, has calculated that, taking 
the value of the yen at Rs. 106 to 100 yen 
(the average rate during July) and making 
the necessur^v allowance for file fall in the 
price of rpw (oltbii, the t/f/ rulorctii duty’ on 
cotton piece-goods not of British manufac¬ 
ture .should be raised to M per cent, in order 
to restore the measure of jirotec.tion intended 
to be given to the Indian indnstr 3 -. The 
(Tovernment of India have carefully' consi- 
ilered tlie Board’s conclusions which have been 
briefly set out above and are in agreement 
with them. 

4. In considering its recommendations the 
Board has expressed a doubt whether, in the 
jiartii-nlar circumstances, alteration of the 
rates of customs duties is the most .suitable 
form in which to give the additional protec¬ 
tion required and has made the sug-gestion 
that Government should e-xamine the possi¬ 
bility of using the jiowers i-onferred on them 
under .Sei-tion 3 (2) of the Tariff' Act to raise 
the value of goods iinportml from a country 
with a dejireciated exchange for the jnirjiose 
of asses.snieiit to duty to such extent as may 
be necessary from time to time to counteract 
falls in prices. The Government of India are 
unable to accept this suggestion. Ad valon-m 
iluties are assessed on the actual value of the 
goods inijiorted, as nearly as it is cajiable ot 
ascertainment, and the object of the statutor.y 
l>rovi.sion cited by the Board is not to enable 
arbitrary' valuations to be assigned for parti- 
• iilar imrjmses but to jirnvide a method ot 
fixing the actual value, after a careful consi¬ 
deration of market jirices, as .an alternative to 
asse.ssment on “real value’’ as defined in 
Section 3t) of the Sea Customs Act. ■ 

5. Failing accejitaiice of the suggestion 
referred to in the preceding paragraph, the 
Board has recommended that the ad valorem 
duty on cotton piece-goods not of British 
manufacture, which was fixed by the Cotton 
Textile Industry (Protection) Act, 1930, at 20 
per cent., and to which surcharges amounting 
to 114 jier cent, have been added for revenue 
jnirjio.ses by the Finance Act of 1931, should 
now be raised to 50 jier cent, and that the 
increased duty should remain in force until 
the 31st March 1933. In making this recom- 
mendatioii the Board has stated the view that 
the need for additional protection arises solel.v 
from the position created by the depreciation 
of tlie Japanese currency, and that, in view 
of the serious consequences with which the 
Indian industry is threatened by reason of - 
the phenomenal increase in imports of cotton 
piece-goods from Japan, an additional duty 
on those imports is imperative. If, therefore, 
the Imlo-Jajianese. Commercial Convention of 
1904 is held to be a bar to any increase of the 
duty on Japanese goods alone, the Board 
recommends without hesitation that the pro¬ 
posed increa.4e be applied to all cotton piece- 
goods not of British manufacture. The Board 
has made no recommendation in<regard to the 
ininiiunm specific duty on plain grey cotton 
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nie« e-»o()d8 in the belief that Section 3 (5) of 
tlip Tariff Act confers no power to alter that 
<hitv because it is not higher upon articles not 
of Britisli manufacture than upon artudes of 
British manufacture. 

(i. 'Die Government of India liaye care- 
fullv considered these recoiumendatioiis and 
have also given full weight to the repre.senta- 
tions which they have received against any 
further increase in the duties on cotton piece- 
goods. They accept the Board’s recommenda¬ 
tion in respect of the rfilorein duty on 
cotton piece-goods not of Britisli manufacture, 
but tliey wish to make it clear tliat tlie Indo- 
•Tapanese Commercial Convention of 1904 does 
not admit of the imposition in any circum¬ 
stances of a higher duty upon goods of 
.Tapauese origin alone. The increased duty 
will therefore be applicable to all cotton piece- 
goods not of British manufacture. As regards 
the minimum specific duty on plain grey 
<',otton piece-goods, the Government of India 
are satisfied that the Governor-General in 
Council has power to alter this element, 
equally with the ad ralorem rate, in the duty 
with which plain grey cotton piece-goods are 
<hargeable, for the two elements in the duty 
are not separable and the rate of duty, as a 
whole, applicable to articles not of British 
manufacture is higher than the rate a|)pli- 
<-al>le to similar articles of British maiui- 
facturo. Having regard to the findings of the 
Board and to the great importance to the 
Indian cotton textile industry of the plain 
grey class of jiiece-goods the (rovei'ument of 
India consider that any measure of additional 
piotcction which omitted this class of imijorts 
irtun its scope would to a large extent fail of 
its object. They have accordingly decided to 
increase the d\ity also upon plain grey piece- 
goods. and, following the general principle 
adopted by the Board in calculating the in- 
<!rease necessary in the <ul rahtrem rate *if 
duty, they have decided that the minimum 
sjiec.ific duty should be raised to 5^ annas per 
jiouiid. The increased duties will take effect 
immediately and will remain in force until 
the 31st March 1933 and will not be subject 
to the surcharges imposed by the Indian 
Finance Act, 1931, and the Tndian Finance 
(Supplementarv and Extending) Act, 1931. 
In announcing their decision the Government 
of India desire to emphasize the fact that in 
accepting the necessity for a purely temporary 
increiise they have in no way prejudged the 
question whether the Indian cotton textile 
industry satisfies the conditions reqiiired t» 
qualify it for the grant of .substantive protec- 
lion. That question is now under examina¬ 
tion by the Tariff Board and will come under 
<'onsideration by the Govefnment of India in 
I he cour.se of tte next few months. 

7. The Report of the Tariff Board will be 
ready for publication on the 2nd September.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

It has been held by the (’alentta High Court (I. L. II. J 3 Cal., page 197) that the 
pul)lieation of the notice under section 52 of the Ces,s Act is a (auidition precedent to the 
holder of the lands held rent-freC; being bound by the valuation roll prepared by the 
collector. In a .suit for arrears of cess for nuit-free land within any exstate or tenure it has 
been found very difficult to prove publication of notice under .section .52, a.s such notices 
are generally served by peons temporarily employed in the Cess Valuation Oflices. It is 
indeed very difficult to trace the xvheaxnbouts of the ix!ons who are entrusted with the 
publicaition of notices. Sc.metimes the costs of searehing after the peons arc not commensu¬ 
rate with the amount of ('ess claimed in the suits. The result is, almost all the suits are 
dismissed for want of proof of the publication of notices under section 52. In order to 
obviate these difficulties seetum 13 of the Bengal Cess Amendment Act of 1910 was 
(iiiacted for Western Bengal. But as the districts under the Commissioner.s of the Chittagong, 
llaj.sliahi and Dacca Divisions wore at the time administered by the East Bengal and Assam 
Government, the ijrovisions of the said amendments art; not applicable to those districts. 
Section 52A provides that whenever any notice' was published under section 52, the collector 
shall sign a certificate to that effect, and such certificates will be conclusive proof that the 
publications have been duly made. For the ends of justice and also for the sake of uniformity 
of law, it is desirable that the provisions of section 52A should be made applicable to the 
districts mentioned above.

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Annual Report of the 

Royal Botanic Garden and the Gardens in Calcutta 
and of the Lloyd Botanic Garden, Darjeeling, for 1931-32. 

ROYAL BOTANIC GARDEN. 

1. Gcnsral. —^It is seldom that ffardoiis in this part of the world 
remain unaifeotod throushont a wliole year by one or other of the natural 
ealaiuities that make the c^are of plants a kintl of business attended 
by risks unknown to others. 

As only too common elsewliere the j^ardens are suffering from the 
prevailing slump with its attendant .state of financial stringency, and 
when to sliortage of funds is added the short temper of nature bringing 
destruction on man’s elVorts to disjday her beauty, a gardener’s lot, like 
that of one better advertised, is not always a very happy one. But like 
his the duty is to be done ami a year’s aiasnint of it is now due. 

Although heavy rain falling late interferred with the time of plant* 
ing of the cold weather annuals, and a long period of drought with high 
temperature towards the end of the year left the bedded display of 
these far below normal, no extensive damage re.sulted to the stocks of 
potted annuals intended for staging in the more frequented avenues 
and centralised portions of the garden, so that, in this respecd., and by 
the methods now adopted for cold weather displays, no very marked 
deterioration was apparent. At its worst the failure of this class of 
plant to reach a degree of admired excellence merely detracts from 
uppeuruuc.es and leaves the garden temporarily le.ss attractive than it 
would otherwise be. It has n«> lasting etVect, for the beauty, while 
fleeting, is restorable year by year to the degree that efforts to care for 
it are made. It is the advent of calamity that takes years to make 
go<Kl that tlie gardener dreads. In its most destructive form we have 
the cyclone, and to this cause w'e have regretfully to report the loss 
during the year of .some valuable and almost iinicpie garden specimens 
that have been tlie admiration of visitojs for over the best part of a 
century. Among otliers, and itself the greatest, was the loss of one of 
the magnificent specimens of FicuH ulHssima that served as shade and 
shelter to public, at the ghat entrance to the garden. While it is not com¬ 
pletely destroyed, it is doubtful whetlier tlie attempts that have been 
made to save the portion that remains will be successful. The garden 
could have lost a hundred other specimens that would, all told, have 
affected the scenic effect le.ss than the loss of this, and from the point of 
view of visitors there were few trees here that offered a shade more needed 
or at a more convenient place. One is exercised now with the decision as 
to whether it should be removed altogether to make place for another 
specimen, for the stateliness of this entrance can henceforth never be 
what it was. 

Repeated reference has been made in reports of late years to the dying 
condition of the Banyan tree, a central attraction for all visitors to the 
garden. The main trunk with its largest adjacent branches is gone but 
the vitality of the periphery remains and the tree is still spreading 
although in detached portions. The vitality of this specimen is sur¬ 
prising; the circular road round it has had to be extended outwards to 
make rooni for new rooted supports to the younger branches. It is still 
good, possibly for years, and tliough closer examination leaves one with 
the feeling that it has lost some of its unique churacter, no evidence of 
the lack of unity caused by decay of the central portion is apparent 
from the outside. 

In pursuance of the general policy of making use to the best ad¬ 
vantage to the garden as a whole of the funds made available, part of 
the garden provision has again been diverted to the repair and renovation 
of roads. These works are intended ultimately for departments specialis¬ 
ing in them, but as hitherto it has not been found po.ssible to finance 
this transfer, and as long neglected roads impair to the extent they do 
both the appearance and utility of the garden, power to distribute the 

S rovision made to the best all round advantage has been frceljyr exercised. 

iut the gardens are living to some extent on (capital as is plainly evident 
from the state of its tanks. In the exercise of such appropiiation 
some of the roads have benefited, but the reiiuirements of modern 
traffic were not in mind when they were originally constructed and the 
best that can be had from our modest budget provides but a* 
fleeting improvement. , 
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The roads recoivinff attention include the Wallich Avenue, the 
Banyan Tree Circle, the Roxburgh Avenue, the Scott Avenue and the 
Wight Avenue. These have been tackled because the increased 
volume and speed of motor traffic along them, with its attendant clouds 
of dust, was markedly injuring some of llie ni(»re delicate garden collec¬ 
tions, an<l, besides, was a cause for complaint from garden foot visitors 
here for pleasure or recreation or on educational imrsuit. 

The position that tlie.se ganlens occupy as a haunt for such pursuits 
is perhaps not .so fully appreciated as it ought to be. For the well-to-do, 
a club, a sjiorts ground or a golf course forms a centre where the socially 
minded meets liis fellow men, wiiere views are exchanged and friend¬ 
ships made and where the anxieties of husiness and of life are for a time 
forgotten. In a sense these are functions that the Botanic tturden 
serves for an Indian population. If it is less .select in its membership 
the Botanic (larden yet forms a .soH of meeting ground for that large 
and interested cosmoiiolitan c.rowil of Indians who make daily use of 
its shady retreats for socual inten-ourse, for recreation and for contem¬ 
plation. No one who visits the.se gardens, and e.specially on holidays, 
will fail to be .struck with tlie bearing and appearance of happy (content¬ 
ment that characterises its tliousands of Indian visitors. The Botanic 
(lardens vie with the Zoological Society’s (Jarden and witli the Tiidi.an 
Museum as an attraction to the crowds of Indians from other parts who 
visit Calcutta (‘very year. Whetlier or not it be that the poorest Indian 
family posse.sses its patch of ground somewhere, the peojile of this 
country are notoriously fond of their gardens, and if tliere is one institu¬ 
tion more th.in another that can count .n a more lively interest being 
taken in it in years to come this is tlie Botanic (iarden. Tliat with 
others it must suffer in the present unhap[)y state of the country’s 
finance's goes witliout saying, Init it will do no harm—it may do good 
when the axe of further retr(*nchmcnl is being shar|)ened—to present 
the gardens in their true setting, that of an institution whose attractions 
appeal particularly to our Indian friends and remain patronised cliiefly 
by them, an institution whose well-being they at least have at heart. 

Of recent years the costs of some prominent improvements to the 
garden have been nu't by way of return for privileges ac(‘orded to ])ublic 
companies. But for the concession to use. the garden as a short cut for 
mains to the industrial area west of us w’e miglit still be without an 
electric supply, and tlie necessity of a building now found indispensable 
over the Calcutta Fl(‘ctri(; Supply’s tuniud on the right bank, dictates 
the advisaliility of combining garden’s with the same company’s re(|uire- 
ments. Plans have been drawn up for a building to serve as a public, 
kiosk in addition to a tunnel exit, and in the combination there is g(w)d 
hope for a belief tiiat a lotig fidt public need will be satisfied before 
another year is out. When completed it is proposed to lease out the 
kiosk to some firm of standing who will be asked to cater for all classes 
of garden visitors, and one can think of no scheme better e.alculated to 
enhance the garden’s claim to a visit. With the lease would go liability 
for the provision of drinking water as well as light refreshnumts. and 
lawns bordered with potted annuals am] adjoining shade. w(i(j.l(l be spe¬ 
cially cared for to add to the attractiveness of the locality. While 
the use of a .site as exit for this tunnel—an enterpri.se now happily- 
crowned in suceess—does not detract in any way from the amenities of 
the garden, it is excellent to think that the part played by the gardens 
in promoting the interests of the company- should so soon have its reward 
in this form of co-operation. 

The collections were maintained and added to as facilities exi.sted. 
Seeds of flowering annuals were obtained at a cheaper rate than has been 
charged in tho past. (lorniination was fairly good and although indivi¬ 
dual blooms failed to attain the excellence of tlnwe of previous years, 
a good effect was obtained by mass formation. It is que,stionahle indeed 
whether the great ditference in price ju.stities us in going in for highly 
selected seed stock. If the intention is to grow blooms for flower show 
purpo8(*s then the best seed is indispensable, but this year we gained a 
result, so far as ordinary garden purposes were concerned, by no means 
so far behind that previously attained, and in any case we had to cut 
our coat to our cloth and make do. 

The plant houses were well maintained. The beds were dressed w-ith 
liberal quantities of leaf mould and an improvement was noticeable in 
the growth of the plants. In the palm houst's more c()n.siderati(m and 
attention is being*given to the (leli(!ate and rarer kinds (if palms. 
Species which grow well in the oiien garden have on occasions been 
•interplanted with the more delicate shade loving kinds, but with increase 
of stock of the latter the need for this no longer exists, and gradual 
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elimination of those which rightly find their place in the open will leave 
room for a richer variety of the rarer or more delicate species. The 
process can only be gradual for it would not make for improvement to 
see wide gaps occupied by unsuitable sizes of even the rarer plants. 
Other foliage' jdants are well represented and there was a good collec¬ 
tion of the dilferent kinds. 

The show of Orchid plants in flower, which some years ago was a 
feature of the garden, was limited to a few of the commoner varieties. 
Retrenchment has deprived us of the services of plant and seed collec¬ 
tors on whom we were wont to depend for these, so that the loss of this 
attraction, one much appreciated by the visiting public, was beyond our 
ability to make good at short notice. But the display is too valuable to 
be lost to the garden permanently, and arrangem'ents are contemplated to 
make good tlie collection in one way or another. There are sevcx’al well- 
known Orchid fanciers about Calcutta with whom we might get in touch 
with a view to exchanging such material as we cun spare for what they 
may be willing to give. If any of them see this and are willing to 
Jiclp, the (yurator would reciprocate in any way open to liim, and garden 
authoriti(>s would be grsitcful for this interest. 

The general appearance of the garden lawns and open spaces was 
fairly well nfaintained. No permanent disfigurement to the garden 
results through these being left for periods uncut, and if they were not 
as tidy as tliey have been in the past the worst this signifies is something 
of a passing nature. The saving resulting from the smaller attention 
paid was considered better spent in other directions. The advantage 
that the jnotor tractor brings to this matter of garden con.servancy cannot 
be overestimated. It is not popular with the grass cutters and others 
iutere.sted, but the speed with which it gets through work has given it 
a place apart amongst garden machinery and it has already repaid itself 
many times over. With an attachment for use to drive watering pumps 
it should jirove a still greater boon in the coining year. 

The distribution of si'cds whiili forms a r«>gnlar feature of garden 
work comprised 230 par-kets and 311 pounds. Never a day pas.ses without 
requests for one kind or other, and all applications for seeds of an 
economic kind that cannot be dealt with by the Korest and Agricultural 
Departments usually find their way here. Often the. difficulty and 
expense of ccdlection is beyond ns, but there must be few Horticultural, 
Agricultural and Eorest Institutions in the world that have not at one 
lime or another benefited by the services rendered. 

liiving plants for roadsides and other purposes to the number of 
13,012 w’ere distributed to District Boards, Educational Institutions and 
liovernment bodies and a <“ertain number received in addition to liberal 
quantities of seed. The outstanding importation was a large consign¬ 
ment of over half a ton of Aleurites Fo-rdii, the Tung Oil yielding 
sjiecies. The interest taken in this plant of recent years has now ex¬ 
tended to India. The tree, a Chinese species, is extensively grown in 
the Southern State of America, and the services of Kew have been given 
to securing its now wider distribution. Very many firms in India, 
especially those interested in tea growing, have undertaken to experi¬ 
ment with it, and records already received from some quarters show 
that fair germinati<in has been obtained. The Botanic Hardens were 
approaidied for service in connection with the Indian distribution and 
were happy to be able to promote the enterprise. A small packet of 
the seed was retained for garden experiment as it was feared that the 
long voyage had aft'ected its viability. The fears happily proved un¬ 
founded and a batch of the young plants is now under observation with 
us. A near botanical relative. Aleurites uioHuecana, has boon in cultiva¬ 
tion at Sibpur for many years and grows w’ell here. The Tung plant, 
however, would seem to reiiuire a drier climate than lower Bengal can 
offer, and lengthy experiment alone will jiroX'e the jiossibilities of its 
cultivation. Tung Oil is greatly in demand in commerce as a quick 
drying oil for the paint trade. 

Seeds of other interesting and new plants have been received but 
these are still in the nurseries or seedlings stage and their suitability to 
India or this climate is not determined. Two plants of the Elephant’s 
Foot, Testudhuiria Flephantipps, were .successfully imported from Africa 
through the aid of the South Afrii:an Department of Agriculture. Both 
are doing well. The services of the Department in arranging for 
a consignment of wardian cases with rooted mango stock for export 
to South Africa have, unfortunately, not been frowned with much 
success. Selected stock left Bombay in good condition but must have 
had bad treatment on the way, for only a small part of the consign* 
nVent arrived in good condition at Durban. The danger to plants under 
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transport is always feared but the loss is none the less regrettable even 
if it forms only one more instance of the difficulty of distributing living 
plant material in the tropics. 

A total of 102 plants were planted out in the garden and given per¬ 
manent numbers during the year. Some ornamental planting to 
improve the entrance was done at tlie Banyan Gate; the blanks in the 
row of (Jhrysalidocarpus by the side of the Palmyra Avenue were filled 
in and other planting done to replace deaths. 

2. Hsrbariliin and Library. —Routine work of the herbarium went 
on as usual under the four main <lcpar<nieiits of activity, namely, identi¬ 
fication, acquisition, loan of specimens and distribution. 

The miscellaneous 'work of examination of drug-producing plants, 
such as opium and yanja, for legal caf.es calls occasionally for the inter¬ 
ruption of more normal duties. The total number of phanerogamic 
species identified during the year by the herbarium staflF proper amounts 
to 1,100. These have come from tlic same wide range of correspondents 
' as formerly. 

The Curator’s special interest in the Alya', as a grotip of plants is 
gaining recognition and involves increased work on account of enquiries 
made regarding them and tlieir economic beai’ing. Algological work 
is of considerable importance economically, for the presence of these 
organisms in town water-supplies and their relation to pisciculture 
gives them an importance that brings their treatment at once within 
the scope of the specialist. Some aquatic members of the Alga-, 
although a group of plants of worldwide distribution, demand special 
conditions as to light, nature and temperature of water and as.sociation 
with other organisms for their proper development; and while the pre¬ 
sence of some of them may even be beneficial, there are others that cause 
considerable damage and nuisance to those responsible for the purity of 
water-supplies. 

The Calcutta tanks that supply the city’s water present a special algo¬ 
logical problem to the practical solution of which a knowledge of the 
organisms pre.sent becomes, therefore, indispensable, and the specialisa¬ 
tion of the Curator in this field has not been long in finding its imme¬ 
diate application. In commou with other water vegetation the Algcc 
themselves bear also on tlie question of suitability of breeding grounds 
for the malarial mosquito. I'or the field engineer or malariologist, 
whose energies are directed to combat the disease by the elimination or 
sterili.sation of breeding grounds, an easy means to recognise the coni- 
nnmer types of water plants has been a want felt for some time. The 
expense of producing an easy illustrated guide for such workers is <jut 
of the que.stion for us, but the question of finance is engaging the atten¬ 
tion of the Medical Uepartnient and. if this bo settled, the herbarium 
staff has promised to do the descriptions and illustrations for a suitable 
brochure. It would naturally limit itself to the commoner types of 
water vegetation, but even so its utility can scarcely bo doubted. 

The herbarium has been enriched by the presentation of some (534 
sheets, including two new .species of Impaticns from Madras,and about 
4(5 duplicates from the United States National Museum, AVashington. 
The bulk of the receipts, however, comprise Malayan duplicates of which 
use has been made for further distritmtion .'ind for replacement of exist¬ 
ing cabinet material. 

Distribution has been handicapped by the retrenchment of Govern¬ 
ment of India collectors on whom the herbarium was wont to rely for 
the collection and preparation of local material, and also by the enforced 
curtailment of touring. Nevertheless, some 1,576 specimens have been 
sent to institutions abroad and individual requirements for plant material 
in spirit and otherwise, of seeds and of figures copied from the library 
leones attended to. 

Over 3,000 genera covers were renewed and brought into line in 
respect of nomenclature with modern ninnographs dealing with their 
contents. Co-operation with botanists visiting the herbarium in connec¬ 
tion with their general work or on special quests was freely given. 

The library is suffering very badly under |)resent conditions. This 
follows from the precedent of meeting expensive plate publication out 
of library funds proper. The sequence of only the most essential perio¬ 
dicals was maintained by purchase, and practically no new books outside 
some presentation copies were obtained. It remains to be seen whether 
the deficiency will ewer be made good, for it is easier to lose library head¬ 
way than to get the wherewithal to make it good even when there is 
•little room for the plea of financial stringency. 
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Work on a new library catalogue is well advanced and the collections 
of books and periodicals carefully maintained. 

3. Publieations.— Mr. Narayanaswami’s work on the Malayan 
localities of plants mentioned in literature bearing on this part of the 
world has gone to Press. 

The progress of work on illustrations for Sir David Prain and 
Mr. Burkill’s monograph of the Asiatic Thoscoreas has had to be cur¬ 
tailed, but some 20 plates were issued from the Press during the year. 
The manuscript itself is now in the hands of the printers. 

In the press the works of Mr. Biswas, are—“A Review of the Indian 
Avicennias,” “An Oecological note on the vegetation of Lower Burma,” 
“A .short note on the systeni'atio position of an Hoinalium” and “A 
Census of Indian Algse.” Mr. Badhwar’s work on new Indian Mos.ses 
is complete in manuscript and Mr. Bal’s Catalogue of Medicinal Plants 
exhibits in the Industrial Section of the Indian Museum has been issued 
and is under distribution. Some of these are for departmental publica¬ 
tion, some for the Botanical Survey and some for outside periodicinls. 

4. Finance, —Out of a total budget allotment of Rs. 61,629 for 
staff and permanent eslablisbmeut, Rs. 50,754 were spent and under all 
other heads the expenditure amounted to Rs. 63,.129 against the total 
allotment of Rs. 63,810. Rupees 8,466 were surrendered leaving a Jiet 
saving of Rs. 2,890 under various heads and not available for reappro¬ 
priation to others. Receipts of the department during the year amount¬ 
ed to Rs. 779. 

5. Staff.— The writer held the post of Superintendent throughout 
the year except for the period from May to November when Mr. Bise ns 
for the first time officiated with ability in addition to his own duties as 
(hirator of the Herbarium. Mr. -I. E. Leslie was Curator, Me-ssrs. Jones 
and Quasim Ali, Assistant Curators, Mr. Joneja, Overseer, and 
Mr. Gholani Mohiuddin, temporary Overseer. Mr. S. N. Basu held 
charge at Darjeeling throughout the year. All officers and clerical staff 
have co-operated in this time of .stringency to make the resounses avail¬ 
able go as far ns possible. The office of head clerk was held by Balm 
Ashutosh Banerji on whom falls an ever-increasing amount of duty in 
connection with financial returns and who for his readiness to work a( 
any and every time deserves special commendation. 

CALCUTTA GARDENS. 

Work in these gardens was again mainly of a routine character. The 
seed for the beds of flowering annuals came from the same stock as used 
for the Royal Botanic Garden and gave similar results. 

For pot plants bettor selected seed was employed, and the same prac¬ 
tice of staging out patted groups followed as at Sibpur. 

The triangular plot of shrubs facing the High Court was this yea?- 
converted into a flower bed with a view to enhancing first effects on 
visitors entering the garden by this gate. The gardens occasiomtlly 
suffer from the crowds that use them as a short cut to the football matches 
on the maidan, and some 200 feet of hedging had to be made good from 
this cause. The south entrance to the nursery has been widened to ad¬ 
mit a motor lorry for the more economic delivery of material. A new 
pathway to replace the unsightly footwjiy which the public, had made as 
a short cut to the cricket ground has been constructed near the tennis 
courts. This concession to destructive practice connotes an effort t?) 
do the best possible for this usually untidy section of the garden. 

No provision could be found for the garden roads in general this year 
and only slight departmental repairs and surface dressing was possible. 
Notice boards and benches in all the three gardens were repaired and 
repainted. 

Some 25 new trees have been planted out, 20 permanent additions to 
the gardens that had grown large enough to bo taken notice of were 
labelled and 40 new additions made to the plant house. 

The general condition of the gardens, and especially the western half 
of the Eden Garden, showed .some improvement in the course of the 
year. 

Pinanoe. —Out of a total budget allotment of Rs. 23,176 under all 
’heads, Rs. 23,059 were spent, Rs. 93 were suiTORdeired under Europe 
Stores and a small saving of Rs. 24 effected. Receipts -credited were 
Rs. 260 mostly from fishing passes. 
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LLOYD BOTANIC CARDEN, DARJEELING. 

The monsoou was active giving a total rainfall of almost 126 inches 
which is in excess of the average. Hours of recorded sunshine prove a 
ver> dull year extending over several months. Apart from some special 
schemes of garden improvement only routine garden maintenance was 
carried on. For its size the Lloyd Botanic Garden is one of the ricliest 
and heat in India as the elevation of llarjeeling is not so high as to make 
the introduction of some of the lower elevation Himalayan species impos¬ 
sible, nor yet too low for the introduction of some of the choice species 
that find their best development at greater heights. Of special interest 
this year has bee.n the Curator’s success in growing species of Meconopsis. 
Although inhabitants of the Himalaya, at elevations of 12,000 to l.'),00(t 
feet or thereby, these plants do not, as a rule, do so well in local hill 
gardens as they do as introductions to Europe. Suitable shade and 
protection from the rain proved what was required this year to secure 
success. The experiment is of some inlportance, for there exists in the 
nurseryman business a steady demand for Mcrotmpnis seed, and the proxi¬ 
mity of Darjeeling to the natural h.abitat of these jdants w«nild 
gjve this garden an advantage over others if a supply of seed could be 
grown regularly. The (hirntor’s efforts in a direction to secure this 
have been praiseworthy. 

Darjeeling is seldom exempt for long periods from devastating storms. 
Hail is common, but a fall to a depth of 12 inches such as occurred at 
the. beginning of April, calls for more than pas.sing reference. Need- 
le.ss to say, if »‘aused destruction in a garden <diaracterised by palms and 
bamboos that bear it ill as well as by ('onifem more habituated to it. But 
hail can have le.ss destructive effect than over-burdening by snow, and 
on this occasion it was the seedling beds rather than plants in perma- 
meiit situations in the ojien that suffered. 

The general appearance of the garden was well maintained and a 
few attemi)ts at its improvement made. These incluile the establish¬ 
ment of a ro.se garden for which local as well as imported stock was uti¬ 
lised and the roconditioninir of the trarden tank. A rustic appearance 
has been given to this through an artistic arrangement of rocks and 
boulders, and a returfing and conditioning of the adjacent lawn ronnd.s 
oif the general effect. Although the scenic effect is not lost thereby, the 
general arrangement of this garden follow.s botanical rather than 
geographic, lines, and a stricter conformity with this principle has called 
for the transference of misplaced plants and shrubs to (heir appropriate 
botanical groups. This also was undertaken during the year. 

The Azaleas, ('anik'llias and Cherries imported of late are doing* so 
well as to «'laijn the special attention of visitors. Some 400 trees and 
shrubs were planted out during the year. 

Seeds to the number of 2,412 packets, plants 645, seedlings over 12,000 
and 136 bulbs were distributed, figures which prove at once a widt; know¬ 
ledge of the distributing sciwice rendered by Darjeeling and of the 
dimensions of this work. Collections of higher Alpine .seeds.and plants 
were made as occasion permitted. 

Six wardian cases of Alpine plants for His Majesty’s Royal Park 
were collected and despatched to London and in the course of Giis work 
the following seeds were gathered and germinated at the Tdoyd Botanic. 
Garden: .—.l/eeo«o/>.'!/.« Walliehii, Mecoaopsis uepalensis, Mreonopsis 
panieulota, Caiheartin rillosa, Patevtilla frutieosa, Swertia tihetiea, 
Sieertia invlfieaalis and stime /‘riiinilas, Seihiins and Anemones. 

According to the registers kept hy the gate durwans 39,6b5 people 
visited this garden during the year. 

Finaiice.-v-0ut of a total budget allotment of Rs. 20,785 there were 
Rs. 16,967 spent. Rupees 4,649 were surrendered leaving a small 
saving of Rs. 169.

Acreage. —The final district returns of the eight jute-growing districts 
of the province show an area under jute of 134,800 acres. But these esti¬ 
mates have proved to be very low, and I have no reason to alter the estimate 
made in the preliminary forecast, viz., 157,000 acres. Last year’s estimate 
of the area under the crop was 148,80() acres. 

Weather conditions. —In March light rain fell in Cuttack and Balasore. 
There was no rain in the remaining jute districts. The fall was below the 
normal in the.se two districts. In April light rain fell in all the jute 
districts. The fall was above the normal everywhere except Champaran, 
the Santal Parganas and Cuttack. In May light to moderate rain fell in 
all the jute districts. The fall was l)elow the normal everywhere except 
Balasore. In June rain fell in all the districts, the fail being below the 
normal everywhere except in Champaran and Darbhanga. In July light 
rain fell in all the jute di.stricts. The fall was below the normal everywhere 
e.xcept Cuttack and Balasore. In August rain fell in all the districts, the 
fall being below the normal everywhere except Bhagalpur and the Santal 
Parganas. 'J'he weather conditions sire reported to have not been favour¬ 
able in the most important jute district of Purnea and also in Chaniparaii 
and Darbhanga and fair in the remaining jute districts. 

Outturn. —In the important jute districts of Purnea and Cuttack the 
outturn of the crop has been estimated at 50 and 81 per cent, of the normal 
respectively. Champaran reports 95 per cent., Muzaffarpur, Diirbhanga, 
Bhagalpur, the Santal Parganas and Bala.sore report 70, 58, .50, 65 and 
71 per cent., respectively. 

On the basis of the area and percentage outturn reported by the 
District Officers the average condition of this year’s crop for the province 
comes to 56 per cent, against 55 per cent, last year. But,, in my opinion, 
this is an underestimate, and the condition factor will not be less than 78 
per cent, of the normal. Recent eiupiiries about the normal outturn per 
acre show that the normal outturn ])er acre is 3^ bales, and on this basis the 
gross outturn on 157,000 acres estimated to be under jute in this province 
comes to 408,200 bales against 342,200 bales last year. The import of jute 
from Nepal estimatecl at 25,000 bales brings the total of the province to 
433,200 bales.

Season.—The weather in the early part of the season was generally 
favourable for the cultivation and growth of the crop, but subsetjuently 
heavy rains followed by floods caused considerable damage, especially in 
the lower parts of the "Assam Valley. The estimated outturn therefore is 
considerably less than was anticipated when the preliminary forecast was 
issued. 

2. Area.—As estimated by the Deputy Commissioners, the area under 
jute is 109,100 acres as compared with last year’s .actual area of 99,300 acres 
and this year’s preliminary forecast of 107,100 acres. The areas reported 
in the preliminary forec.ast have been revised in five districts. 

3. Outturn.—The outturn per acre has been estimated to be 74 per 
cent, of the normal against 57 per cent, of last year. Taking 3-5 bales of 
400 lbs. each of jute fibre as the normal yield per acre, the total produce 
of the province this year .amounts to 283,900 bales against 196,600 bales 
(revised) of last year, or an increase of 44 per cent.

Uai ,1. N. Ray Bahadur, i.s.o., was in 
ohar<re of the department until his retire 
mont on tlie IGth dune 1931, when Khan 
Sahib Maulvi Shamsuddin Ahmed was 
a p i)oi n ted Inspecto r-G eneral. 


2. The administration and work of 
the department were considerably affect¬ 
ed by the Bengal 'renancy Amendment 
Act, IV of 1928, which came into force 
in April 1929, and provided for the 
payment at the time of registration of 
landlords’ transfer fees in respect of 
occupancy holdings: this change also 
involved the maintenance, in the various 
registration offices, of separate accounts 
of expenditure in connection with the 
transmission of these fees. 


Other legislative measures, which 
affected the Registration Department, 
were the amendments of the Indian 
Registration Act, XVI of 1908, and the 
Transfer of Property Act, TV of 1882; 
the former resulted in the disconti¬ 
nuance of duplicate indexes with effect 
from 2nd January 1930, wliHe the latter 
required tj^e exmition bv lessor and 
non-agricultural leases.

3. From June 1931 a new procedure 
was adopted in Calcutta, Howrah and 
the 24-Rarganas in connection with the 
departmental system of control of 
accounts for reconciling the discre- 
jiancies in the figures of expenditure. 
'This is now done by means of personal 
collaboration between the clerks of the 
offices concerned and the auditors of the 
.\ccounts office. 'Fhe change has already 
resulted in a considerable saving of time 
and correspondence. 

4. Free use has been made of the 
provisions of section 3.5 of the Indian 
Registration Act and selected Sub- 
Registrars .stationed at subdivisional 
headquarters were vested with powers 
to enquire into the question of execu¬ 
tion, where the execution of a do<.-ument 
is denied. 

5. 'The three years under review 
showed a consistent falling (Vf!' in the 
numlx'-r of registrations. Compulsory 
registration affecting immovable pro¬ 
perty decreased by 34-8 ])er i-ent. and 
optional registration bv 23-7 per cent. 
Other registrations, which include all 
registrations not affecting immovable 
property, wills and written authorities 
to adopt, decreased by 19-2 per cent. 
'The total riumlxir of registrations in 
Books 1, 3 and 4 during the triennium 
was 3,8.50,414 against r),79G,.5S9 in the 
preceding triennium, shoiving a decrease 
of 33-5 per cent. The receipts of the 
department for the jieriod amounted to 
nearly Rs. 82 lakhs and the expenditure 
to about Rs. .56 lakhs, leaving a surplus 
of approximately Rs. 26 lakhs. The 
number of offices that worked at a deficit 
ro.se from 4.5 in 1929 to 113 in 1930 and 
228 in 1931. The heavv fall in regis¬ 
tration is attributed to the low' prices of 
jute in particular and the economic 
deprc.ssion generally. 

There were 41.5 offices open at the end 
of 1931 as against 418 at the beginning 
of 1929. 

6. The unsuitability of many of the 
buildings now used as offices and 
quarters has long been recognised but 
the financial stringency has prevented 
any progress being made with the pro¬ 
gramme of construction. For the same 
reason the jirovision of record rwm racks 
and the binding of registers have had 
to be postponed.

7. The total number of appeals under 
scetioii 72 of the Indian Kegistration 
Act, XVI of 1908, and applications 
under section 73 of the Act disposed of 
during these three years was 3,949 
against 5,846 in the previous triennium. 
'I'he number of prosecutions instituted 
under section 83 of the Registration Act 
for offences under section 82 (a) to (d) 
of the Act was 67 against a total of 100 
during the preceding period. In the 
cases disposed of 44 persons were con¬ 
victed, of whom 35 were punished on 
charges relating to false statements and 
9 for false personation and its abetment. 

The Inspector of Registration Offices 
inspected 102 offices. District Regis¬ 
trars made 345 inspections, Sadar Sub- 
Registrars 1,567 and Subdivisional 
Officers 152 during the triennium.

Monthly Woathor and Crop Roport of Bongal tor 
August 1932. 

I. Character of tho soason. —During the month 
•under review, the rainfall was above the normal 
in fourteen diatricta, while el«t*where it was below 
the average. The usual rainfall statement is 
appended. 

II. Progrott of agricultural operations. —Har¬ 
vesting of autumn paddy, cutting, steeping and 
washing ot jute were progressing favourably, but 
more rain wa« ncecUnl to facilitate the transplant¬ 
ing operation of winter paddy in parts of North 
and West Bengal during the first part of the 
month. 

III. State of standing crops.— More rain is 
urgently neede<l for the growth and development 
of winter rice already transplanted. The present 
condition, so far, is not promising, on the whole. 

IV. Prospects and probable outturn. —As a 

•result of weak monsoon prospects of transplant, 
ed winter rice are likely to be threatened. Every¬ 
thing depends upon the strengthening of monsoon 
lill October. The outturn of sugarcane is 
expected to be favourable. 


V. Dam^;o to standing crops.— Some damage 
was caused to jute by insects in parts of West 
and North Bongal. 

VI. Condition of agricultural stock.— The con¬ 
dition of live-stock was, on the whole, fair. 
Sporadic cases of cattle-disease, were, however, 
reported from twelve districts of the Province 
and from the States of Cooch-Behar and Tripura. 

VII. Failure ot pasturago and fodder.— No 

insufRciei\cy of' fodder was reported from any 
part of tho province. 

VIII. Prices ot food-grains.— During the 
second fortnight of the month, the retail prices 
of common rice of the cheapest quality rose in 
five districts, fell in eleven and remained sta¬ 
tionary in the rest of the Presidency. The prices 
varied from 1.5 seers per rupee in Midnapur to 
10 seers in Howrah, Darjeeling, Noakhali and the 
Chittagong Hill Tracts. 

IX. Condition ot agricultural population.— 

The condition of agricultural {mpulation is not 
satisfactory owing to the fail in ’ tho prices of 
jute and other staples. Distress prevailed in 
parts of Pabna, where relief works continued.

Bill, wlii«h was introduced in the 
Bentirul Ijefifislative Council on the 7th Septem¬ 
ber, 19;j2, is hereby published for general 
information together with the Statement of 
Objects and Reasons annexed thereto. 
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THE BENGAL MONEY-LENDERS BILL, 193 . 


Whkbbas it ia expedient to frame better lawa relating to 
money-lending, to make better proviaiona for the control of 
usury, to give additional powera to oourta to deal with tiaurioua 
loans in the Presidency of Bengal; 

Be it hereby enacted as follows :— 

1. Tills Act may be called Bengal Money-lending Act 
of 193 . 


2. It shall come into force on such date as the Local 
Government may, by a notification published in the Calcutta 
Gazette, appoint on this behalf. 

3. The provisions of this Act extend by its own operation 
to the whole of Bengal except the town of Calcutta and the 
scheduled districts specific*! in Part III of the Ist Schedule 
to the Scheduletl Districts Act of 1874 ; 

Provided that the Local Government may, by a notifica¬ 
tion published in the Calcutta Gazette, exclude any municipa¬ 
lity constitutcxl under the provisions of the Bengal Municipal 
Act of 1884 nn<l the pro\i8ionH of this Act shall not thereupon 
apply to loans granted to non-agriculturists residing within 
such municipal arcius : 

Provide*! further that the Local Government may, by a 
notification in the ('akutta Gazette, extend the provisions of 
this Act or any part of it to any of the aforesaid scheduled 
districts or any part thereof. 

Explanations. —The provisions of this Act shall apply to 
all loans graritwl to agriculturists residing within municipal 
areas even when such areas are excluded under the first 
proviso of this .section. 

4. In this Act, unless there is something repugnant in the 
subject or context:— 

Pn'Hcribcd ” means prescribed by rules made by the 
Local Government under this Act. 

‘‘ Usury” means any rate of interest on any term wherefrom 
is accrucrl a profit above 37J per cent, per annum. 

5. Kvery monoy-lemlcr, whether carrying on business 
alone or as a partner in a firm, shall take out annually in 
respect of every district within which he carries on his money 
lending business a license, hereinafter referred to os money¬ 
lender’s license. 

6. [n) The District Magistrate within the limits of whose 
jurisdiction a money-lender fixes his mldrcss shall grant a 
money-lender’s license, on application made to him in pres¬ 
cribed form and on payment of rupees ten as license fee. 
Such license shall be valid for one year and may be renewed 
on payment of annual license fee of rupees ten. 

(h) Where a money-len<lcr takes out license from a district 
Magistrate for carrying on money-lending business within a 
district, such licenses may bo endorsed by any other District 
Magistrate or Magistrates on payment of rupees ten as 
license fee for each district. 

7. No person shall carry on money-lending business 
within the local limits of a District Magistrate’s jurisdiction 
without having in force a duly authorised money-lender’s 
license granted or endorsed by such District Magistrate and 
no such person shall be entitled to sue for or recover any sum 
due as principal or interest from any d^tor residing within 
the local limits of such Magistrate’s jurisdiction and who has 
taken loans from such money-lending business. 
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The Bengal Money-Lenders Bill, 193 . 

{Clauses 8-14.) 

8 . The provisions of sections V, VI and VII shall not 
apply to any^ person carrying on money-lending business 
within a district if such person is a permanent resident or 
has his permanent domicile within the district, nor shall the 
provisions of these stsitions apply to societies, companies or 
firms or body corporate registered under the Indian Companies 
Act or Co-operative Society Act. 

9. A money-lender’s certificate shall not be refused 
except where the Magistrate has satisfactory evidence that 
the applicant is a habitual usurer or where he has failed to 
maintain necessary <»r prescribed money-lending papers 
properly or where he has been declared by a court to have 
been guilty of fraud, forgery or cheating. 


10. Any contract made after the commencement of this 
Act for the loan of money by a money-lender shall be illegal 
in so far as it jirovides <lireetly or indirectly for the payment 
of com])ound intcTost or for the rate or amount of interest 
being increased by rea.son of any default in the payment 
of sums duo under the contract: 

Provided that provision may be made by any such contract 
that if default is made in the payment upon the due date of 
any sum payable to the money-lender under the contract, 
whether in respect of principal or interest, the money-lender 
shall be entitled to charge .simple interest on that sum from 
the date of default until the sum is jiaid, at a rate not exeectl- 
ing the rate jjayable in n'spect of the ])rineipal apart from any 
default, and any interest so charged shall not be reckoned 
for the puriwses of this Act as part of the interest charged in 
respect of the loan. 

11. Every money-lender shall be bound to supply the 
debtor with informations concerning his loan in a prescribetl 
form. 


12. Any debtor requiring information under section XI 
may apply to the Subdivisional Magistrate, within the local* 
limits of wliose jurisdiction, the debtor resides and shall 
deposit sum of annas eight in prescribed luiinner along with 
a postal registration fee of annas four and the .SulHlivisioual 
Magistrate .shall thereupon serve a registered notice on the 
creditor requiring him to file the informations in j)rcs- 
cribed form within a fortnight from receipt of such registeied 
notice. On receipt of this st;»teinent, the Sribdivisional 
Magistrate shall forthwith pay the sum of annas eight to 
the creditor and shall make over the statement to the debtor. 

13. If a money-lender to whom a demand ha.s_been made 
in accordance with the provisions of section XI fails without 
reasonable excuse to comply therewith within a fortnight 
after the receipt of demand notice, he shall not, so long as the 
defaidt continues, be entitled to sue for or recover any sum 
due under the contract on account either of principal or of 
interest and interest shall not Ik* chargeable on the principal 
in respect of the perifxl of default. 

14. Where in any suit in respect of any money lent by a 
moncv-lcnder after the commeneement of the Usurious 
Loans Act of 191S or in respect f>f any ngreiunent or contract 
made after the commeneement of this .Act, it is found that (a) 
the interest eharge<l exceeds the rate of 371 per cent, per 
annum or (h) the total amount of interest outstanding exeecds 
the principal, the court shall, unless the, contrary is proved, 
presume for the p»irpose of sis'tion 3 of the Usurious Loans 
Act of 1918, that the interest charged is excessive and that the 
traiftaction is harsh and uneomseionable and was substantially 
unfair, but this provision .shall be without prejudice to the 
powers of the court under that section where the court is 
satisfied that the interest charged, although not exceeding 
371 per cent, per annum, is excessive. 
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16. On or after the commencement of this Act, any 
contract or agreement in respect of any loan stipulating a 
rate of interest exceeding 18f per cent, phr annum in oases ol 
secured loans and exceeding 37} per cent, in cases of un¬ 
secured loans shall be illegal in so far ns it provides for interest 
exceeding that rate. 

• 

16. Any person habitually carrying on money-lending at 
usurious rates shall be punished with imprisonment of either 
description for a term which may extend to one year or 
with fine which may extend to one thousand rupees or with 
both. 


17. A borrower may apply in prescribeil manner to the 
{Sulxlivi.sional Magistrate holding local jurisilietion for a notice 
being served upon a money-lender to supply a copy of any 
docTiment relating to a loan made by him to the borrower 
and the money-lender shall thereupon either on receipt of 
such notice file a copy of the document or file the original of 
the document before the Subdivisional Magistrate for copy 
being made from the office of the Magistrate in prescribed 
manner. 

The borrower shall be liable to pay all reasonable expenses 
for copying to the creditor when he files such copy : 

Provide<l that the provisions of this Act shall not apply 
where the document is duly registered under the Indian 
Registration Act. 

18. If a money-lender fails without reasonable excuse 
to supply the copy of the document or file the original, or 
fails to supply the terms of the contract of the loan and other 
material informations concerning the loans where the docu¬ 
ment is not in his pos.scHsion, he shall not, so long as the 
default continues, Ije entitle<l to sue for or recover any sum 
due under the contract on account of either principal or 
interest and interest shall not be chargeable on the principal 
in respect of the period of default. 

19. Any borrower may apply in prescribed manner to 
the lowest civil court having jurisdiction over the place where 
he resides for permission to transmit any money due us 
principal or interest or any part thereof through the court 
and the court shall grant such application on payment of 
prescribed cost of transmission and transmit the money in 
prescribed form to the money-lender, or keep such money 
in deposit if the creditor refuses to accept such money. 
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STATEMENT OF OUECTS AND REASONS. 

Tho object of thin Bill is to place a definite check to tlie harsh and unconscionable loans 
carrying interest at usurious tab's, and to prevent the (dvil courts being used for tlie purpose of 
enforcing such rates. The subject bus engaged tin- attention of (lovernnient from time to time. 
The amendments of the Indian Contract At:t in 189!) in .spit<! of (Ujnferring on the civil courts 
equitable jurisdiction within a limited scope-, proved to be fully inefficacious. The Usurio\is 
Loans Act (X of 1918) was ptuiscd closely following the provisions of section I of the English 
Money-lenders Act of UKK) (»j;i and (54 Viet. C .'ll). 'Phe Act has been in force for tho last 12 
years, but the consensus of informed ojiinion is that it is inoperative and has failed to give the 
relief that it was intended to afford. 

It is mteresting to note here that the early Ktiglish statutijs had also been inefficacious 
in giving relief to the victims of tlu; usurers .ind s^ru-s of Acts had to beeiiaebsl in Great Britain, 
tho moat important being the Money-lenders Act of 1!)27 (17 and 18 Geo. V. Chap. 21). Various 
salutary provisions were enaeti-d such as abolition of <-om))onnd inbinjst, ii.xing the maximum 
rates of interest recoverable in coin ls, the; fixity of rate where the court shall i)resiirne the trans¬ 
action to be harsh and unconscionable luitess proved to the contrary. 

The Royal Coinmi.ssion on Agriculture recorded that in every province an inquiry should 
be made into the cansos of the failure of the Usurious Loans Act. The Provincial Banking 
Inquiry Committee was reque.sted by the Government of Bengal to make such an inquiry and 
startling facts came to the notice of tlie Committee as to 1 he jm.-valence of usury in this presidency 
and tho way in which civil courts have to be parties to high imeonscionable rates. It also came 
to notice that shamet'ss extortioiLs are done in the name of money-Iemli-ig by a class of money¬ 
lenders who are not luitives of tlie soil and who generally bt-licvc in the Law of the Lathi and 
are now a growing meiuieo to the people of this presidency. 

The report of tho Provincial Banking Inquiry Committee is illuminating on all these points 
and it is not uceessaiy to make any detailed references to concrete ca.ses. 

Tho object of the present Bill is-- 

(!) to make registrationcompulsory for all money-lenders who are not permanent residents 
nor have iK-rmunent (lomiciles ; 

(2) to abolish compound interest; 

(d) to make a clear provision which the courts shall follow in determining exce.ssive interest 
and harsh aiul uncon.scioiuible traiLsactions in giving effect to the provisions of the 
Usurious Loans Act of l!tl8 and thereby supplcnu-nt the provisions of this Act; 

(4) to make a debtor know all informations regarding his loans ; 

(.5) to fix maximum rates of interest for w-cured and unsecured loans; 

(6’) to make habitual usury a penal offence; and 

(?) to empower courts to take tender of money, for loans as interest or principal. Pro¬ 
visions have been made by which imeal (jovernment i.s empowered to exehulc 
municipalities from the operation of the Act with .i view to leave imlustrial finance 
uiuiffected by the i)rovisions of the Bill, while all agricultural finance shall always 
come within the scope of the Bill. 

The Bill is nuiiuly to give relief to the agriculturists and labourers and the city of Calcutta 
is excluded by the Act. 

In drafting this Bill I hav(' followed the recoinmeiulatious of the Bengal Banking Inqiiiry 
Committee and have drawn largely from the English Money-lenders Act of 1927.
